A GUIDE TO THE LITERATURE. IL. 


THE previous article mentioned some of the general works on English 
industrial history. On the major branches of industry there are further, more 
detailed studies. There are several works, for instance, on the various mineral 
industries. Coal is dealt with by J. U. Nef, Associate Professor of Economics 
in the University of Chicago, in The Rise of the British Coal Industry (2 volumes, 
1932, Routledge, 45s.), which is No. 6 in the London School of Economics 
Studies in Economic and Social History, and which is concerned in particular 
with the period 1550 to 1700. On iron and steel there are T. S. Ashton’s Iron 
and Steel in the Industrial Revolution (new edition, 1951, Manchester University 
Press, 15s.) and D. L. Burn’s The Economic History of Steel-Making, 1867-1939 
(1940, Cambridge University Press; new edition in preparation), which 
shows the effects upon the industry of foreign competition. Henry Hamilton’s 
The English Brass and Copper Industries to 1800 (1926, Longmans) is a contri- 
bution to the history of Birmingham, and A. K. Hamilton Jenkin’s The 
Cornish Miner (2nd edition, 1948, Allen & Unwin, 16s.) is an illustrated 
account of tin-mining from early times. 

The various textile industries have a wide literature of their own. Here we 
can mention only the chief, wool and cotton, beginning with the Ford 
Lectures delivered before the University of Oxford by Professor Eileen 
Power and published under the title The Wool Trade in English Medieval 
History (1941, Oxford University Press, 1os.). Herbert Heaton’s The York- 
shire Woollen and Worsted Industries (1920, Oxford University Press) is a 
detailed history from the beginnings to the Industrial Revolution. Another 
work covering approximately the same period is E. Lipson’s The History of 
the Woollen and Worsted Industries (1921, Black), which is concerned with the 
country as a whole, and which describes the mechanica! developments in a 
non-technical manner. On cotton three books call for mention. There is a 
general account by George W. Daniels, Senior Lecturer in Economics in the 
University of Manchester, relating to the 16th to 19th centuries: The Early 
English Cotton Industry (1920, Manchester University Press). A book by 
Alfred P. Wadsworth and Julia de Lacy Mann, The Cotton Trade and Indus- 
trial Lancashire, 1600-1780 (1937, Manchester University Press, 25s.) describes 
the industry before the Industrial Revolution, while the revolution itself in 
the mills of Stockport and Marple is described in George Unwin’s Samuel 
Oldknow and the Arkwrights (1924, Manchester University Press, 12s.6d.). 
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As studies of widely dissimilar industries there are two of particular interest. 
The first, by Douglas Knoop and G. P. Jones, is The Mediaeval Mason: an 
Economic History of English Stone Building in the Later Middle Ages and Early 
Modern Times (1933, Manchester University Press, 18s.) ; it examines such 
questions as wages, working conditions and the supply of materials, and goes 
on to describe the changes in the industry during the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. The other work is by Stephen Miall: A History of the British Chemical 
Industry (1931, Benn); it was written to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the foundation of the Society of Chemical Industry. 

Among the numerous histories of transport are W. T. Jackman’s The 
Development of Transportation in Modern England (2 volumes, 1916, Cambridge 
University Press) and C. E. R. Sherrington’s A Hundred Years of Inland 
Transport, 1830-1930 (1934, Duckworth), of which the latter is of interest in 
showing how railways, tramways and motor transport have changed the 
habits of the people. W. H. Chaloner’s The Social and Economic Development 
of Crewe, 1780-1923 (1951, Manchester University Press, 30s.) shows the 
influence of railways on the life of this important centre, whose railway 
colony had great attractions for Victorian visitors. A standard work on rail- 
way history is E. C. Cleveland-Stevens’s English Railways: their Development 
and their Relation to the State (1915, Routledge). A popular account, with 
numerous illustrations, is W. H. Boulton’s The Railways of Britain: their 
History, Construction and Working (1950, Sampson Low, 15s.). More detail is 
given by Henry G. Lewin, of the London and North Eastern Railway, in 
Early British Railways: a Short History of their Origin and Development, 1801- 
1844 (1925, Locomotive Publishing Co.) and in its sequel, The Railway Mania 
and its Aftermath, 1845-1852 (1936, Railway Gazette); both contain tables of 
railways sanctioned and constructed. 

A recent work on canals is Charles Hadfield’s British Canals: an Illustrated 
History (1950, Phoenix House, 16s.); it describes the rapid development of 
the canals during the eighteenth century, their gradual decline in importance 
with the coming of the railways, and their present position. The history of the 
roads is given in Sidney and Beatrice Webb’s The Story of the King’s Highway 
(1913, Longmans), which is volume 5 of their English Local Government. A 
shorter account is Ruth M. C. Anderson’s The Roads of England: being a 
Review of the Roads, of Travellers, and of Traffic in England, from the Days of the 
Ancient Trackways to the Modern Motoring Era (1932, Benn). 

Another aspect of communications is dealt with in F. George Kay’s Royal 
Mail (1951, Rockliff, 21s.), which describes Britain’s postal services from the 
time of Edward IV to the present day. 

A useful introduction to modern financial history is J. F. Rees: A Short 
Fiscal and Financial History of England, 1815-1918 (1921, Methuen, 6s.). The 
history of the currency from early times is told in A. E. Feavearyear’s The 
Pound Sterling (1931, Oxford University Press). On the related subject of

prices the most authoritative work is being published under the auspices of 
the International Scientific Committee on Price History. Unfortunately, only 
one volume has appeared, the rest having been delayed by the war; it is 
Beveridge and others: Prices and Wages in England from the Twelfth to the 
Nineteenth Century, Volume 1, Price Tables: Mercantile Era (1939, Longmans), 
based entirely on institutional records. Until the remaining volumes have 
been published the student will continue to use the work of James E. Thorold 
Rogers, now difficult to obtain: A History of Agriculture and Prices in England 


from the Year after the Oxford Parliament (1259) to the Commencement of the 


Continental War (1793) (7 volumes, 1866-1902, Frowde), supplemented by 
Thomas Tooke and W. Newmarch: A History of Prices and of the State of the 
Circulation from 1792 to 1856 (new edition, 6 volumes in 4, 1928, P. S. King). 

The origins of banking are traced in R. D. Richards: The Early History of 
Banking in England (1929, P. S. King), while W. F. Crick and J. E. Wads- 
worth, in A Hundred Years of Joint Stock Banking (1936, Hodder & Stoughton), 
begin with the year 1826 and describe early banking enterprise in the Mid- 
lands and its extension to other parts. Sir John Clapham’s The Bank of 
England (2 volumes, 1944, Cambridge University Press; reprinting) was 
written to commemorate the 2soth anniversary of the opening of the Bank, 
and recounts its history from 1694. 

The early history of joint stock companies is fully described in William R. 
Scott’s The Constitution and Finance of English, Scottish and Irish Joint-Stock 
Companies to 1720 (3 volumes, 1910-12, Cambridge University Press); in 
addition to financial questions it contains detailed information on the organi- 
zation of the early trading and colonial companies, and on the companies 
formed in connection with the water supply, the postal service, street-lighting, 
manufacturing, banking, finance and insurance. Early joint-stock enterprise 
in industry is partly the subject of George Unwin’s Industrial Organization in 
the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Centuries (1904, Oxford University Press); 
the work deals also with the later history of the craft gilds. The Gilds and 
Companies of London, also by George Unwin (3rd edition, 1938, Allen & 
Unwin), outlines the development of these bodies from the middle ages to 
the nineteenth century, showing their significance for the social and economic 
development of the nation as a whole. The organization of an individual firm 
is described in Erich Roll’s An Early Experiment in Industrial Organisation: being 
a History of the Firm of Boulton and Watt, 1775-1805 (1930, Longmans). 

The condition of the working classes in modern times is the subject of 
several works. One of the more general is G. D. H. Cole’s A Short History of 
the British Working Class Movement, 1789-1947 (new edition (revised and 
continued to 1947) 1948, Allen & Unwin, 21s.). J. L. and Barbara Hammond’s 
The Town Labourer, 1760-1832 (new edition, 1936, Longmans) pays con- 
siderable attention to such new factors as the employment of children and the 
rise of trade unions. On the latter a detailed account is Sidney and Beatrice 
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Webb’s The History of Trade Unionism (reprinted 1950, Longmans, 25s.). 
Special labour problems arising from the Industrial Revolution are dealt with 
in I. Pinchbeck’s Women Workers and the Industrial Revolution, 1750-1850 
(1930, Routledge) and in B. L. Hutchins and Amy Harrison’s A History of 
Factory Legislation (3rd edition, 1926, P. S. King). A statistical account of the 
more recent economic condition of the working classes is given in A. L. 
Bowley’s Wages and Income in the United Kingdom since 1860 (1937, Cam- 
bridge University Press, 15s.). 

Of the many books on the poor laws we must be content with two. A 
general account is given in Sidney and Beatrice Webb’s English Poor Law 
History (3 volumes, 1927-9, Longmans), being volumes 7 to 9 of their 
English Local Government. Dorothy Marshall’s The English Poor in the 
Eighteenth Century (1926, Routledge) describes the way in which the poor 
laws affected the lives of the mass of the labouring poor in the later part of 
the seventeenth and during the eighteenth century, and shows the contem- 
porary attitude towards poverty. 

One of the most striking social phenomena of the days of the Industrial 
Revolution was a rapid growth of the population. M. C. Buer, Lecturer in 
Economics in the University of Reading, gives the main reasons for the 
growth between 1760 and 1815 in Health, Wealth and Population in the Early 
Days of the Industrial Revolution (1926, Routledge). G. Talbot Griffith, in 
Population Problems of the Age of Malthus (1926, Cambridge University Press, 
18s.), shows how such factors as the poor laws and the general conditions of 
employment affected the birth and marriage rates, and how the death rate 
was lowered by improvements in food, hygiene and medicine. Later devel op- 
ments in health matters are described by Professor W. M. Frazer, of Liverpoo] 
University, in A History of English Public Health, 1834-1939 (1950, Bailliére, 
358.). The social significance of the Industrial Revolution as regards movements 
of the population to the new towns is described by Arthur Redford in Labour 
Migration in England, 1800-1850 (1926, Manchester University Press, 15s.). 

Two general works on the social and economic history o eland are 
George O’Brien’s The Economic History of Ireland from the Union to the Famine 
(1921, Longmans) and a study by Constantia Maxwell, Professor of Economic 
History at Trinity College, Dublin, on Country and Town in Ireland under the 
Georges (1940, Harrap). The latter is mainly concerned with the Anglo-Irish 
gentry of the eighteenth century, their social life, their houses and their 
activities as landlords; it also contains a chapter on the peasantry. The econo- 
mic impacts of England and Ireland are described, with statistical tables, in 
Alice E. Murray’s A History of the Commercial and Financial Relations between 
England and Ireland from the Period of the Restoration (new edition, 1907, 
P. S. King); this is No. 13 of the Studies in Economics and Political Science of 
the London School of Economics. A book which explains why the north of 
Ireland became the main world centre of the linen manufacture is The Rise of 
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the Irish Linen Industry, by Conrad Gill, who was at one time Lecturer in 
Economic History in Queen’s University, Belfast (1925, Oxford University 
Press); it shows the part played by successive governments in developing the 
industry and traces the change from domestic to factory production. On 
railways there is J. C. Conroy’s A History of Railways in Ireland (1928, Long- 
mans), which begins with a brief survey of the Irish railway system before 
1847, when State aid was first provided, and goes on to a more detailed study 
of the operational and other developments of the next eighty years as regards 
main lines, light railways and tramways. 

Henry Hamilton’s The Industrial Revolution in Scotland (1932, Oxford 
University Press) shows how in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries 
Scotland was transformed from a country with a primitive agriculture inter- 
woven with industry to one with its main economic activities based on the 
coal and iron fields. Other books on the social and economic history of 
Scotland are James Mackinnon’s The Social and Industrial History of Scotland 
from the Union to the Present Time (1921, Longmans), Henry Grey Graham's 
The Social Life of Scotland inthe Eighteenth Century (4th edition, reprinted, 1950, 
Black, 18s.), Elizabeth S. Haldane’s The Scotland of our Fathers: a Study of 
Scottish Life in the Nineteenth Century (1933, Alexander Maclehose), W. H. 
Marwick’s Economic Developments in Victorian Scotland (1936, Allen & Unwin) 
and L. J. Saunders’s Scottish Democracy, 1815-1840: the Social and Intellectual 
Background (1950, Oliver & Boyd, 21s.). 

The development of Wales is described in Evan J. Jones’s Some Contribu- 
tions to the Economic History of Wales (1928, P. S. King), D. J. Davies’s The 
Economic History of South Wales prior to 1800 (1933, University of Wales 
Press, Cardiff) and A. H. Dodd’s The Industrial Revolution in North Wales (2nd 
edition, revised, 1951, University of Wales Press, Cardiff, 21s.). 

The publications listed in these two articles are nearly all fully documented. 
The student who wishes to undertake further research will find in them 
numerous references not only to additional secondary material but also to 
many of the original records which he will need to consult.

VOLUME, 1951. A subject list of the new British books published in 1951, 
based upon the books deposited at the Copyright Office of the British Museum 
and classified according to the Dewey Decimal Classification with a full author, 
title and subject index. Edited by A. J. Wells. British National Bibliography, 160s. 
29 cm. 946 pages. 
The second annual volume of this important reference book contains nearly 16,000 
detailed entries and 100,000 references for books published in Britain during 1951. The 
books are most adequately described and listed in classified sections as well as by author 
and title. Almost every subject, from Adhesives to Zionism, is mentioned and the 
methods adopted in displaying the carefully prepared lists of the current books in this 
vast array of subjects make consultation quick and easy. (015-42) 


A BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SURVEY OF FLOW THROUGH 
ORIFICES AND PARALLEL-THROATED NOZZLES. T. H. 
Redding. Chapman & Hall, 32s.6d. 25-4 cm. 207 pages. Figures in text. 3 tables. 

It testifies to Mr. Redding’s authoritative knowledge of the problems relating to the 

measurement of fluid flow when it is understood that the survey, which covers the 

period 1832-1946, is a correlated summary of the author’s own reading on the subject. 

His sources are mainly English, American and German, although there are a number of 

French and Italian references. The book is classified by subjects comprising over 600 

entries under sixteen subject headings. There is a valuable technical introduction and 

an appendix defining some ninety-two terms used in flow metering practice. In addi- 
tion there is an author-classified index and all Abstracts are given in full.

W. A. Munford. The Library Association, 40s. 21-6 cm. 291 pages. Bibliography.

Following closely on the volume for 1947, this survey of writings on all aspects of 
librarianship and bibliography in books and periodicals published in Britain, the 
Commonwealth and many other countries during 1948 covers the normal list of 
subjects and a new chapter on Research in Librarianship. As before, the other chapters 
deal with National, University, Special, Urban, County and Rural and Children’s 
Libraries, Professional Education, Library Buildings, Library Practice, Book Produc- 
tion, General and National Bibliography, Subject Bibliography and Palaeography and 
Manuscripts. This is a well-documented record notable for the concise comments by 
the specialist-contributors. (020-$) 


THE STATE AS PUBLISHER. A Librarian’s Guide to the Publications of 
His Majesty's Stationery Office. Sidney Horrocks. The Library Association, §s. 
21-5 cm. 32 pages. Tables. Paper bound. (Library Association Pamphlet No. 10) 

In this essay the Reference Librarian of the Manchester Public Libraries provides an 

informative account of Parliamentary Papers and other kinds of official publications, 
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based on a long special study of them and the problems they present to librarians, 
research workers and others. In addition to showing how to identify the various kinds 
of government publications, he includes sections on lists and indexes, arrangement and 
preservation and cataloguing. (025-173) 


THE FUNDAMENTALS OF LIBRARY CLASSIFICATION. 
Bernard Ira Palmer and Arthur James Wells. Allen & Unwin, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 114 pages. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Practical Library Handbooks, XI) 

An attempt to show the principles upon which systematic classifications for books have 

been made, with special reference to the Dewey Decimal Classification. The work of 

the authors, both experts in the subject, is largely founded on the researches of Dr. 

S. R. Ranganathan. They draw up a set of principles upon which a modern scheme of 

classification should be constructed and, although they make no attempt to construct 

such a scheme, they demonstrate a ‘method of classifying the Decimal Classification, 
based on these principles, which will help to ensure consistent placing and the most 
helpful arrangement in’ conflicting circumstances’. They further outline methods of 

subject indexing and of guiding or ‘featuring’ the classified catalogue and lay down a 

formula which will serve as a basis for the arrangement of works on any subject. There 

is a final note of outstanding problems and matters for investigation in classification.

COUNTY LIBRARY TRANSPORT. A Report of the Transport Sub- 
Committee of the County Libraries Section of the Library Association. Edited by 
F. A. Sharr. The Library Association, 7s. 21-5 cm. 63 pages. Frontispiece. 8 photo- 
graphs. Tables. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Library Association Pamphlet No. 9) 

This useful pamphlet is the result of an inquiry into the present use of transport by 

County libraries in Britain. The data upon which the report is based were supplied in 

the middle of 1950 since when costs have increased. Nevertheless it contains valuable 

material on delivery methods in urban and rural areas, describes various kinds of 
delivery, exhibition and display vans and travelling or mobile branch libraries. Sample 
specifications for each type are included, and there is a list of forty-six British County 

libraries which are now operating vehicles. (027-42) 


THE TEACHER LIBRARIAN. Ernest Grimshaw. E. J. Arnold (Leeds), 
10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 179 pages. 35 figures. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
A most useful manual for all connected with the organization and use of school libraries. 
Part I is concerned with organization and routine, and deals clearly yet briefly with 
book selection, classification, cataloguing, book preparation, the issue of books and 
other routine matters. Part II, on teaching the use of books and libraries, describes a 
scheme of instruction in which activity methods, using simple card apparatus, provide 
a planned programme which step by step trains the pupil to obtain the fullest use and 
enjoyment from books. (027-8)

20TH CENTURY CHILDREN’S BOOKS. Frank Eyre. Longmans for 
The British Council, 5s. 20-3 cm. 72 pages. 12 illustrations in colour. 25 black-and- 
white illustrations. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (The Arts in Britain) 

This succinct and extremely intelligent study deals primarily with British writers and 

illustrators (though American influences are noted en passant), and most of the books 

Mr. Eyre considers were in print at the time of writing. He gives first of all a very 
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illuminating historical survey of imaginative literature for children faite the past 
fifty years or so, touching upon the various factors—commercial, soqiat, aesthetic— 
that have made it what it is. He then considers picture-books, fantasy {appreciated by 
the younger child), and fiction for older children. This little bank deserves to be 
widely read by parents, teachers and all those concerned in raising the level of literature 
for the young. (028-5)

PLATO’S PHAEDRUS. Translated from the Greek with Introduction and 
Commentary by R. Hackforth. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 22-2 cm. 182 pages. 
Index. 

The present book by the Emeritus Laurence Professor of Ancient Philosophy in the 

University of Cambridge is a notable addition to the growing list of expository 

translations of the works of Plato. The accurate and lucid translation is divided into 

sections, each prefaced by a brief analysis and followed by a commentary. The intro- 
duction to the whole work discusses the problems of the date and purpose of the 
dialogue as well as its dramatic date and place, together with the theories about 

Lysias and his speech. In the references to previous work on the dialogue one misses the 

name of Professor Gunnar Rudberg of Uppsala. (184) 


RELIGION [AND THEOLOGY] 


RELIGION IN BRITAIN SINCE 1900. G. Stephens Spinks, in collaboration 
with E. L. Allen and James Parkes. Dakers, 18s. 22-2 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book deals with the history of religion in Britain (including religious movements 

outside Christianity) during the last half-century from three directions. Dr. Spinks, 

lately editor of the Hibbert Journal, writes a general story in which he describes the 

Victorian background, the Edwardian period and the impact of the two world wars. 

Dr. E. L. Allen examines theological issues with special reference to Continental thought, 

and Dr. J. W. Parkes describes the significance of ecumenical and social factors. While 

the contributors have differences of emphasis they seem to share the outlook of 
theological liberalism which determines to some degree their view of religious trends. 

All, however, who wish to become acquainted with the far-reaching changes in 

religious thought and practice during the twentieth century in Britain will find valu- 

able guidance and information in this volume. (209-42) 


WHAT ST. PAUL SAID. J. W. C. Wand. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 
20 cm. 116 pages. Index. 


The substance of the Bishop of London’s volume, excepting the last chapter, was 
delivered as lectures to day school teachers. Their purpose was to provide asummary of 
St. Paul’s teaching as found in his epistles and to add explanatory comments where 
necessary. First, the author gives an account of contemporary conditions in the Pagan 
and Jewish worlds and then proceeds to place each letter in its context so that its 
essential message may be understood. The final chapter enables us to gain a synoptic 
view of St. Paul’s teaching as illustrated by the analysis of the letters which has been 
made. Dr. Wand has provided a simple scholarly introduction to the thought of St. 
Paul which will be of real service to the non-specialist. (227) 
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CHRISTIANITY PAST AND PRESENT. Basil Willey. Cambridge 
University Press, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. 
In this book, which comprises a series of open lectures delivered in the University of 
Cambridge by its Professor of English Literature, an attempt is made to discover upon 
what foundations Christianity is now supposed to rest. The lectures are specially 
addressed to the would-be or could-be believers among whom the Professor some- 
times finds himself. We are introduced to the main historical varieties of Christian 
thinking from the Apostolic Age to the present day, and the changes in the presentation 
of the Christian Faith are clearly indicated. Whether some of the beliefs which the 
author cannot accept are, as he is inclined to think, of secondary importance is open to 
serious dispute. No reader, however, can fail to be impressed by his transparent 
honesty, his reasoned faith in Christianity as he understands it and his delightful 
literary style. (230) 


ECUMENISM AND CATHOLICITY. William Nicholls. S. C. M. Press, 
12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 159 pages. 


In this book—originally the Norrisian prize essay for 1950—the author examines the 
implications of the Ecumenical movement which is concerned with the unity of the 
Church and its life and work. His central contention is that if ecumenical conversations 
are to prove fruitful they must be undertaken in relation to the tension between the 
Church as a divine creation destined to find its fulfilment in the age to come and its 
actual embodiment in history. As he develops his theme he has much that is pertinent 
to say about the basic theological issues which have divided Christian communions 
and suggests that true ecumenism may offer a way of reconciliation. This work should 
promote a deeper understanding of the Ecumenical movement among those who are 
within it and without, as well as advance the cause of Christian unity. (280-1) 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK, 5712-13: 1st January to 31st December 1952. 
Jewish Chronicle, 10s. 19 cm. $05 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 
The contents of this year-book, founded in 1896, include the chief Jewish festivals, the 
Calendar, and details of the Jewish Community in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
Full details are given of the Anglo-Jewish institutions, with a separate account of 
Jewish affairs in London and in the provinces. Jewish organization in the Dominions, 
Colonies and foreign countries is included, and there is a separate article on societies 
and institutions in Israel. The Who’s Who of nearly 150 pages includes well-known 
personalities of the world. (296-05) 


THE HALL OF LIGHT. A Study of Early Chinese Kingship. W. E. Soothill. 
Edited by Lady Hosie and G. F. Hudson. Lutterworth Press, 25s. 21-5 cm. 313 pages. 
7 plates. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
The subtitle of this book gives the best indication of its contents: it is first and fore- 
most a study of early Chinese Kingship, suggested by the ancient tradition of the so- 
called Ming T’ang, “Hall of Light’ (or ‘Enlightenment’), which is known to have 
existed in prehistoric times as a combined royal temple and observatory at the Chinese 
capital, and to have survived, almost in its original simplicity, until the time of 
Confucius. Soon after that, the diminishing power of the monarchy caused it to 
disappear, since when it has been a fruitful subject of controversy among scholars. The 
author here sets forth his own conclusions as to the nature and religious significance 
of the Ming T’ang, and also discusses the emperor’s unique ritual status, which was 
shown most strikingly in his exclusive right to make astronomical observations and 
issue a calendar for the benefit of agriculture. (290-51)

THE BIAS OF COMMUNICATION. Harold A. Innis. University of 
Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.50. 23 cm. 223 pages. Index. 
Professor Innis expounds various aspects of his theory that changes in communication 
have profound effects on patterns of culture, and traces the attendant results from the 
day of the clay tablet to that of radio. Thus the bureaucracy of the Roman Empire 
depended to some extent on its supply of papyrus; while, in the present day, newspapers 
have overcome the difficulties of time in news gathering, but it is left to radio to con- 
quer space. The book is made up of papers delivered on various occasions, all more or 
less fe to the general subject, and through them the author proves his thesis of the 
influence or bias of communication. (301-243) 


THE MAKING OF OUR TOWNS. Sir William Savage. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
21s. 22-2 cm. 189 pages. 16 illustrations. Chapter bibliographies. Index. 
The author’s long experience in local government service stimulated his interest in the 
history of local administration, and made him realize the need for a book such as this 
on the towns of Great Britain. It is a description, particularly suitable for the general 
reader, of the way in which the towns have developed since pre-Roman times, showing 
how physical features determined their position and how medieval and modern 
industrial and social conditions have influenced their growth or decline. The book is 
well illustrated with early plans of Exeter, Lincoln, Ludlow, Southampton and other 
towns.

PATTERNS OF SEXUAL BEHAVIOUR. Clellan S. Ford and Frank A. 
Beach. Introduction by F. A. E. Crew. Eyre & Spottiswoode for The Practitioner, 
22s.6d. 22-2 cm. 317 pages. Diagrams. Glossary. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This important and valuable study is a collaboration by two American workers, an 

anthropologist and an endocrinologist, respectively. Between them they survey 

factual knowledge of sexual behaviour from the three fields of physiology, animal 
behaviour and anthropology. The facts about primitive peoples are drawn from 
reports on 190 societies scattered over the major regions of the world. The book is 
extremely valuable in putting sexual behaviour into biological and cross-cultural 
perspectives, and in showing the extent and the limits of established fact in a field 
where rather restricted clinical evidence and psycho-analytic interpretation based upon 
it have received disproportionate emphasis in recent years. (301-42)

THE GOVERNMENT OF BRITAIN. Wilfrid Harrison. 2nd edition. 
Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 175 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's University 
Library) 

The general reader who already has some knowledge of the subject will find this a 

useful summary of the working of British central government in home affairs. It 

discusses the nature of the Constitution and the functions of the Cabinet, the Houses of 

Parliament and the Crown; it also explains the powers of ministerial departments, 

consultative and advisory bodies and other parts of the administrative machine, and 

gives notes in appendices on such special topics as the prerogative, the common law 
and the electoral system. The author, a Fellow of Queen’s College, Oxford, is also 

University Lecturer in Politics.

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THE AUSTRALIAN PARLIAMENTARY HANDBOOK, 1952. 
Edited by W. Farmer Whyte. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 
42S. 22:2 cm. 338 pages. Tables. 

The first issue of a compilation intended to appear at regular intervals and to serve 

Australia somewhat as Dod’s Parliamentary Companion serves the United Kingdom. It 

includes valuable information on legislation, administration and the judicial systems. 

The Australian constitution is set out, and results of recent Federal elections are 

tabulated. Detailed attention is paid to Commonwealth government and politics, and 

a Who’s Who of the Federal legislature is provided. Diplomatic and consular repre- 

sentation and Commonwealth finance are covered. State affairs are treated in less 

detail. The editor is a senior member of the parliamentary press gallery in Canberra.

LIBERTY OR EQUALITY. The Challenge of our Time. Eric von Kuehnelt- 
Leddihn. Edited by John P. Hughes. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 22-2 cm. 405 pages.

This book, by the author of The Menace of the Herd, is a study of political doctrines, 

and in particular of the differences between freedom and equality, or between true 

liberalism and egalitarian democracy. The writer, an Austrian who has lectured on 
political science at various American universitics, feels that the problems of inter- 
pretation with which he deals are at the root of much of the misunderstanding between 
the Continent and the English-speaking nations. He therefore shows the tendencies in 
detail, historically and as they appear in modern argument, bringing out the differences 
in outlook between Catholic countries and the rest. (321) 


THE ORIGINS OF TOTALITARIAN DEMOCRACY. J. L. Talmon. 
Secker & Warburg, 27s.6d. 22-2 cm. 377 pages. Index. 
Mr. Talmon, of the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, has traced two main streams of 
political thought in the history of the last hundred and fifty years: the liberal demo- 
cracy which comes first to the mind and a more totalitarian type of democracy. 
Beginning with the eighteenth century idea of the natural order he shows the trend 
towards this totalitarian democracy in the works of Rousseau, Morelly, Mably, Sieyés, 
Saint-Just, Babeuf and others, coming to the conclusion that their theories began to 
threaten freedom only when they came to be linked with the postulate of social 
security.

GODWIN AND THE AGE OF TRANSITION. Edited by A. E. Rodway. 
Harrap, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 231 pages. Frontispiece. Chronological tables. Notes. 
Bibliography. (Life, Literature, and Thought Library) 

In the period 1760-1830 the country passed from the established institutions of the 
eighteenth century to the conflicting problems of the nineteenth. Men were particu- 
larly concerned with the functions of governments and their relations to the individual. 
To illustrate this the author divides into three sections extracts from the work of 
contemporary writers of whom William Godwin is the central figure. Section II 
gives in abbreviated form Godwin’s Enquiry Concerning Political Justice, which became 
the guide of ardent young revolutionaries of the time. Sections I and III indicate 
respectively the prevailing ideas provoking Godwin’s work and the support or 
opposition it received. The Introduction, an essential part of the book, ably discusses 
each of these sections and gives the historical background of this period of change.

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ERNEST JONES: CHARTIST. Selections from the Writings and Speeches 
of Ernest Jones, with Introduction and Notes by John Saville. Lawrence & Wishart,

Ernest Jones entered the Chartist movement during its later years, rising to prominence 

at the Leeds Convention of 1846. The writings, and speeches published here, under the 

editorship of the Lecturer in Economic History in the University College of Hull, are 
interesting in that they belong mainly to the twelve years immediately following the 
failure of the Chartist demonstration of 1848, years in which Jones, a middle-class 
intellectual, was working almost alone to revive the movement. Extracts from the 
correspondence of Marx and Engels relating to Ernest Jones are given in an appendix.

The last Economic Survey of the Colonial Empire was published in 1940 and related to 

1937. These are the first two parts to appear of the first post-war Survey, planned in 

seven volumes. Each of the territories—Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Basutoland, 

Bechuanaland, Swaziland; and the Gambia, the Gold Coast, Nigeria and Sierra Leone, 

and St. Helena—is surveyed on uniform lines under the headings General Background, 

-roductive Activities, Finance and Trade, Development, and Miscellaneous. These 

two volumes, each provided with plenty of tables and statistics (both, however, rather 

general in nature), include figures for the territories up to 1951. (330°96)

CONDITIONS OF FULL EMPLOYMENT. Karl Gruber. Translated 
from the German by Jean Meyer. Hodge, 12s.6d. 22 cm. 147 pages. 3 text figures. 
Bibliography. 

Dr. Gruber, who is Lecturer in Economics in the University of Vienna, shows that the 

problems of a policy of full employment are largely concerned with the causes and 

avoidance of cyclical crises. Economists and students will be interested in his theories on 
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the means of adapting economic life to prevent such crises by controlling the distribu- 
tion of purchasing power, and in his description of the ‘disturbance in circulation’ 
which arises from a redistribution of purchasing power and the consequent changes in 
the price level. In conclusion the author discusses the ways in which the State can 
intervene to regulate trade cycles. (331-1) 


LIVING IN FLATS. Report of the Flats Sub-Committee of the Central Housing 

Advisory Committee. H.M. Stationery Office, 1s.6d. 24-4 cm. 44 pages. Paper bound. 
This investigation, the terms of which were ‘to examine the social needs and problems 
of families living in large blocks of flats’, deals with housing provided and managed by 
local authorities in England. A good deal of the matter of the report is, however, both 
of wider application and more general interest. Subjects dealt with include: lay-out of 
estates, treatment of open spaces, playgrounds, access, sound insulation, communal 
rooms, storage space and laundries. (331.833) 


STUDIES IN BRITISH FINANCIAL POLICY, 1914-25. E. Victor 
Morgan. Macmillan, 28s. 22-2 cm. 400 pages. 15 charts. 55 tables. Index. 
Beginning with the financial crisis of August 1914, this book throws new light on the 
policy of the government, the Bank of England and the commercial banks during an 
important period of British finance. It discusses the effects of wartime controls upon 
the financial system and goes on to consider the whole question of government 
finance. In dealing with money, credit and prices it describes the influence of the banks 
and analyses the factors affecting the price-level. The final section, dealing with inter- 
national finance, contains new information about government financial transactions 
in the United States.

ECONOMICS OF INDUSTRIAL ORGANIZATION. A. Beacham. 
2nd edition. Pitman, 15s. 22-2 cm. 199 pages. 8 tables. Index. 
This clearly written book (revised for this edition) attempts to give an outline of the 
structure of British industry at the present time. It considers firstly the individual firm, 
the unit of industry, and then deals with the growth of large-scale organizations, 
monopoly, the problems of location of industry and nationalization. While written 
in the first place for the student taking a degree in economics, it will also prove useful 
to the general reader. (338)

ANNUAL DIGEST AND REPORTS OF PUBLIC INTER- 
NATIONAL LAW CASES. Being a Selection from the Decisions of Inter- 
national and National Courts and Tribunals and Military Courts given during the 
year 1947. Edited by H. Lauterpacht. Butterworth, 55s. 23-1 cm. 359 pages. Tables. 
Index. 

As in the volume for 1946 (British Book News, March 1952, p. 138), only judgments 

actually given during the year are summarized. The classification into eleven parts 

follows previous practice and the volume is again edited by the Whewell Professor of 

International Law at Cambridge.

KENNY’S OUTLINES OF CRIMINAL LAW. An entirely new edition 
by J. W. Cecil Turner. Cambridge University Press, 42s. 25-4 cm. 630 pages. Tables. 
Index. ; 

This standard students’ book by the late Professor Kenny, of Cambridge, first appeared 

in 1902, and the fifteenth edition, edited after the author’s death, came out in 1936. It 
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has always been characterized by an attractive style and a wealth of illustrative examples. 
Recent changes in English criminal law and procedure have been considerable; in 
particular, there have been the Criminal Justice Act, 1948, and much case law. Mr. 
Turner, who was a pupil of Kenny’s and is a Fellow of Trinity Hall, has rewritten and 
considerably enlarged the book. Book I contains general chapters on criminal law, 
Book II defines particular crimes, Book III deals with modes of judicial proof, and 
Book IV covers criminal procedure. (343.0942) 


POLLOCK’S LAW OF TORTS. A Treatise on the Principles of Obligations 
Arising from Civil Wrongs in the Common Law. 15th edition by P. A. Landon. 
Stevens & Sons, 63s. 25-4 cm. $24 pages. Tables. Index. 

This is a standard work on the law of tort by a famous author—Sir Frederick Pollock 

—which first appe: ared in 1887. The first part deals with general principles of the 

English law of torts—nature of tort, principles of liability, persons affected by torts, 

general exceptions, and remedies for tort. Part II treats of specific wrongs, while a 

final chapter deals with special relations of contract and tort. The aim of the editor, 

who is a Fellow of Trinity College, Oxford, has been to leave, so far as possible, the 
text as written by the author, whose last edition was the thirteenth in 1929. He has, 
however, omitted obsolete sections and added notes of new developments and essays 
on certain controversial points. (347°5)

The winding-up of a company may be described as a statutory process for bringing the 
operations of a company to a close, realizing its assets, and distributing the proceeds 
amongst its creditors and contributories. The changes in this branch of English 
company law introduced by the Companies Act, 1947, and incorporated into the 
consolidating Act of 1948, included, amongst others, new provisions covering the 
declaration of solvency which have an important bearing in the voluntary liquidation 
of companies. Further, a new set of winding-up rules has been adopted and a number 
of other changes have been made which have involved considerable revision in the 
precedents of legal documents used—nearly a thousand in number. The work is in 
four sections, winding-up by the Court, voluntary winding-up, winding-up under 
supervision, and arrangement, reconstruction and amalgamation. Part I, General 
Forms, was noted in British Book News, October 1951, p. 653.

RUSSELL ON THE LAW OF ARBITRATION. 1sth edition by ye 
Blanco White. Stevens & Sons, 70s. 25-4 cm. 450 pages. Tables. Index. 
Since the last edition of this book, the Arbitration Acts then in force have been 
repealed and replaced by a single consolidated act—the Arbitration Act, 1950. 
Although this has not made great changes in the law, it has altered the terminology and 
changed the lay-out of the statutory provisions. More important than this, however, 
has been the complete rearrangement of the whole work and its thorough moderniza- 
tion in the new edition. The work is in three main parts, the Arbitration Agreement, 
the Reference, and Award and Enforcement. Appendices give the text of the new 
Act and other statutes, rules of Court and relevant forms. The editor is a barrister-at- 
law.

The function of the Commission, under the Chairmanship of Sir David Lidbury, 
appointed in 1950, was to examine the whole organization of the public service in the 
Gold Coast (excluding the Governor and the judiciary) and to report on their grading 
and remuneration. The report goes into great detail and examines every department 
of government, and recommends appropriate scales of pay. In general, it recommends 
that the structure of the Civil Service, both as regards grading, recruitment, and salary 
scales, shall be brought more closely into line with that of the British Civil Service. 
The second volume contains appendices and an abstract of the salary proposals.

BRASSEY’S ANNUAL. The Armed Forces Year Book 1951. Edited by

This 62nd edition follows the newly adopted form of five sections devoted to General, 
Navy, Army, Air Force, and Reference. The first includes articles on defence, strategy, 
science, and a special contribution on the Chinese Armed Forces. The Navy section 
deals with organization and administration, strategic role, conditions and service, and 
foreign navies. The main features covering the Army are tactical lessons from Korea, 
training and conditions of service, and the future of tank warfare. The Air Force 
section comprises the organization and role of the R.A.F., Commonwealth and foreign 
air forces, aircraft development, and air lessons from Korea. The final section includes 
the separate Service Estimates for 1951-2 and the system of command in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. (355-05)

Campaign of 1867, and a dramatic little incident on the Burma-Chinese frontier. An 
extract from the Boer War and two events in the First World War complete his saga.

he would like to see the abolition of the existing contributory system. He accordingly 
examines various alternative financial methods, giving tables to illustrate his arguments.

Miss Hourd, believing 
profoundly in the importance of the teacher-child relationship as a factor in learning, 
here offers what she describes as ‘studies in the unconscious motivation of learning’, 
and discusses such topics as ‘Humour and Criticism’, ‘Fact and Phantasy’, ‘Confidence 
and Diffidence’.

Hon. George Tomlinson, former Minister of Education, states that ‘the resulting 

survey gives a picture of the whole field which has been unobtainable so far in any one 

published work and which both increases our knowledge of certain aspects and 
indicates many lines along which further research might usefully be undertaken’.

His 
advice on ear training and sight reading is full of good sense and he gives a list of care- 
fully chosen text-books and teaching material, and music suitable for junior schools.

GERMAN PRONUNCIATION AND PHONOLOGY. Jethro Bithell.

This book, the only one of its kind in English, will be invaluable to the university 
student and to the school or university teacher specializing in the language. But it will 
also be found vastly entertaining by those who are interested in German without 
being in any way professional linguists or philologists. Mr. Bithell possesses the gift of 
combining scholarship with human interest. Every aspect of the vocal sounds that go 
to make the German language is treated with a wealth of detail and illustration, and 
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not without the spice of humour. Historical development is fully examined, with 
frequent reference to other languages, and, though some weeding of the luxuriant 
field might have been an advantage, the copious indexes ensure the volume’s per- 
manent value as a work of reference.

Each of the authors is expert both in his subject and in the art of presenting complex 

scientific concepts in a form readily comprehensible to the non-specialist reader. The 

basic scientific principles involved are explained with the aid of numerous photo- 
graphs and specially prepared drawings. The topics dealt with include: The Universe 
about Us; The Earth we Live On; Weather and the Earth’s Atmosphere; Materials 
from the Earth; Chemistry Fights Disease; Modern Science and the Human Body;

It includes the Report of the Council for the previous year, and the Statutes and Stand- 
ing Orders of the Council. There is a list of Fellows and foreign members. The Royal 
Society appoints the British members to meetings of the International Council of 
Scientific Councils and of the International Unions in different branches of science, 
and the Year Book gives details of the various international committees. (506)

ADVANCED NATIONAL CERTIFICATE MATHEMATICS. Vol.L. 
Joseph Pedoe. English Universities Press, 15s. 22-2 cm. 360 pages. Diagrams. (Tech- 
nical College Series) 

This book has been written for students studying for the A1 examination of the 

Higher National Certificate and Part 1 of the B.Sc.(Eng.) examination of London 

University. It begins with logarithms to the base e, and, after some revision of elemen- 

tary trigonometry, algebra and differentiation, deals with elementary analytical 

geometry including conic sections and curve tracing. There are chapters on the 
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integral calculus and its applications, infinite series, partial differentiation, complex 
numbers, moments of inertia, centres of pressure, linear and rotational motion, elemen- 
tary differential equations and elementary statistics. The style is concise, the print clear 
and there are over a thousand exercises with answers. (510) 


Geodesy 
GEODESY. Guy Bomford. Oxford University Press, 50s. 24°7 cm. 466 pages. 
2 plates. 165 figures. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

A comprehensive treatise on the practical problem of determining the figure of the 
earth, and of providing an accurate framework for the control of topographical 
surveys. A knowledge of topographical surveying is assumed in the reader, and the 
measurement techniques described are only those particular to geodesy; instrumental 
details are not given unless relevant to the main description. The geophysical basis of 
the problem confronting the geodesist is discussed in all its aspects, and the computa- 
torial work is discussed in principle in seven appendices. The text is well-referenced 
throughout. (526)

BEGINNING IN ARCHAEOLOGY. Kathleen M. Kenyon. Phoenix House, 
12s.6d. 19 cm. 203 pages. 12 illustrations. 14 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

As an excavator Miss Kenyon is equally at home in Britain or Jericho and is able to 
write with experience on an unusually wide range of archaeological sites. Her useful, 
plainly written little handbook is concerned with open-air archaeology rather than 
museum or other scholastic studies, but it caters equally for the would-be professional 
and for the amateur. As well as providing authoritative information on the principles 
and methods of excavation and surveying, it tells the beginner what fields of study are 
open to him, what are the first steps to be taken, details of university and other training 
facilities and of the main professional posts at present established in Britain. (571) 


PREHISTORIC IRELAND. Joseph Raftery. Batsford, 16s. 22 cm. 244 pages. 
17 plates. 267 figures. Index. 
ireland is more abundantly supplied with antiquities than with archaeologists to inter- 
pret them and the publication of a new Irish Prehistory is therefore a welcome event— 
particularly when it comes from the Director of the National Museum in Dublin. 
Dr. Raftery covers the whole span of time from the belated settlement of Ireland 
towards the end of the Stone Age down to the introduction of Christianity. His book 
provides a useful summary, but readers must be warned against a number of errors 
most noticeable in the references to English and Continental prehistory. Among the 
many excellent illustrations, a few photographs are too small to be visible. ($71-09415)

TRIBES OF THE NORTHERN TERRITORIES OF THE GOLD 
COAST. M. Manoukian. International African Institute, 8s.6d. 25-4 cm. 102 pages. 
Map. Paper bound. (Ethnographic Survey of Africa: West Africa Part V) 

‘The aim of the Survey is to present a concise, critical, and accurate account of our 

present knowledge of the tribal groupings, distribution, physical environment, social 

conditions, political and economic structure, religious beliefs and cult practices, 

technology, and art of the African peoples.’ The present study covers twenty-six 

tribes in the Gold Coast and North Togoland, of whom the majority are the descen- 

dants of invaders from other parts of Africa within the last 00 years. (72-9667) 
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THE BASUTO. Hugh Ashton. Oxford University Press for the International African 
Institute, 35s. 22-2 cm. 366 pages. 31 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
A very systematic and complete account of the Basuto people—their social life, culture, 
and organization—based on fieldwork carried out at intervals over a number of years. 
There are special chapters on Basuto law and on the working of the native courts. The 
historical side is only briefly touched on, and the political not at all. Today, when the 
fate of the Protectorates is in the balance, one well may ask ‘what sort of a people is 
it whose protection we are asked to hand over?’ For the Basuto, this is an invaluable 
and very complete answer.

BEYOND THE WINDY PLACE. Life in the Guatemalan Highlands. Maud 
Oakes. Gollancz, 18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 346 pages. Glossary. 
Most people have speculated at times on what it would be like to live in a less highly 
organized community and in closer contact with the seasonal processes of nature. In 
this highly entertaining and instructive work, Miss Oakes provides one answer, based 
on two years’ residence in the remote Guatemalan pueblo of Todos Santos. Her object 
was ethnographical research, and by patience and determination, backed by some 
medical knowledge, she slowly won the confidence of her neighbours and learned a 
great deal about their culture, related to the ancient Mayan civilization. Poverty- 
stricken for the most part and subject to severe epidemics, it is only, as she brings out 
clearly, their strict adherence to their ancestral customs which gives meaning to their 
struggle, and makes it bearable. This is a very human record of an unusual experience.

PARASITISM AND SYMBIOSIS. Maurice Caullery. Translated from the 
French by Averil M. Lysaght. Sidgwick & Jackson, 35s. 22-2 cm. 352 pages. 80 illus- 
trations. Bibliography. Index. (Textbooks of Animal Biology) 

An English translation of a challenging and detailed work by a distinguished French 

biologist which appeared in the original French version a year ago. Unlike most books 

on parasitism which deal with either the medical or veterinary aspect, this text discusses 
it as a biological study. The first part begins with definitions of commensalism, 
inquinilism and parasitism, and discusses their relationships to one another. The second 
part deals in great detail with parasitism only, and in the third section symbiosis in the 
animal and plant world is considered. Throughout, Professor Caullery stresses the 
importance of the physiological study of these two modes of living and offers many 
stimulating and new approaches to the subject of this book. ($74°5) 


THE MITOTIC CYCLE. The Cytoplasm and Nucleus during Interphase and 
Mitosis. Arthur Hughes. Butterworth, 35s. 25-4 cm. 240 pages. 16 plates. Diagrams.

Dr. Arthur Hughes’s primary interest for many years has been in living cells and his 

book contains many interesting stills from his time-lapse films of living tissue cultures 

taken with phase contrast microscopy. The author gives a most conscientiously objec- 
tive account of the present state of our knowledge of the structure, dynamics and 
biochemistry of dividing cells. While there are many references to surprisingly early 
investigators of historic importance the emphasis throughout is on recent experiment 
and observation and it is largely assumed that the reader is already familiar with the 
older work.

Professor Berrill writes about marine life mainly on the east coast of the United States, 
though he was educated in England and holds a chair of Zoology in Canada. His style 
is racy, his descriptions both of animals and scenery vivid, and his enthusiasm for 
studying marine life boundless. The chapters, each self-contained, move from the 
tropical conditions of Florida to the colder waters of Maine, and almost every marine 
creature—sponge, jellyfish, urchin, crab, squid, tunicate—is shown in the curiousness 
of its structure and adaptations. It is a book for non-zoologists, which zoologists will

BRITISH FLOWERS IN COLOUR. Advisory editor: B. L. Burtt. Odhams 
Press, 218. 25°4 cm. 192 pages. 65 colour plates drawn by A. W. Darnell and 
Dorothy Fitchew. 151 photographs. 3 pen-and-ink drawings. Index. 
This book is unusual in drawing together British wild and garden flowers in a single 
survey. The copious colour plates (each showing some 6-8 species) are beautifully 
arranged and of high artistry, though the colours are not always very true. The text is 
divided into sections by various authors, each dealing witha separate plantcommunity— 
woodland, meadow, chalk down, etc. The commoner flowers, their relationships to 
one another and to soils, are surveyed in a descriptive manner suitable for the beginner 
and amateur. The later sections deal with. artificial groupings, crops and weeds, 
ornamental shrubs, rock plants, and there is a final chapter on native and introduced 
trees. ($81-942) 


FLORA OF THE BRITISH ISLES. A. R. Clapham, T. G. Tutin and 
E. F. Warburg. Cambridge University Press, sos. 19 cm. 1,644 pages. 79 text figures. 
Bibliography. Glossary. Index. 

Professor Clapham and his co-authors and equally the Cambridge University Press are 

to be congratulated on this eagerly awaited book. An up-to-date flora was badly 

needed, for students and amateurs, not in touch with the scattered specialist literature, 
have had to rely for years on Bentham and Hooker. The new volume deals with over 

2,200 species, the increase being due partly to introductions, partly to more critical 

taxonomic procedure. Diagnosis of some of the more difficult groups is helped by text 

figures and the real tangles, like Rubus, Rosa and Salix, have been reduced to reasonable 
proportions. New and carefully prepared keys are given for the whole taxonomic hier- 
archy and throughout there are references to critical papers as well as a general 
bibliography. The most remarkable achievement is to have kept the book to a size only 
slightly larger than Bentham and Hooker. (581-942) 


WILD FLOWER STUDIES IN COLOUR AND PENCIL. With 
descriptive notes. Bessie D. Inglis. Nelson, 25s. 26-4 cm. 160 pages. 45 colour plates. 
Many pencil drawings. Index. 

In this charming book the beginner may learn to take his flowers seriously and the 

more knowledgeable may enjoy the beautifully reproduced plates. The book begins 

with coloured pictures of 142 common species. Pencil drawings of the same species 
follow, giving details of parts and structure together with notes on appearance, distri- 
bution and time of flowering. After this comes a short section on general plant struc- 
ture, introducing the minimum of botanical terms, and finally there is a brief survey of 
the different families, using the species already described as types. Thus there is a gentle

WILD LIFE ILLUSTRATED. A Comprehensive Survey of the Animal Life 
of the World.

Most of this comprehensive survey of the animal life of the world is devoted to the 
mammals. There are chapters on birds, reptiles, fish, insects and the lower forms of 
animal life, and in conclusion a chapter on evolution. The 350 photographs provide a 
unique collection describing the animals in their natural environment, the whole work 
being the result of patient watching by the distinguished naturalists and travellers who 
have co-operated to present this complete and authentic picture both for the nature 
lover and the general reader. (so1-s) 


BUTTERFLIES OF AUSTRALIA AND NEW GUINEA. Charles 
Barrett and A. N. Burns. N. H. Seward (Melbourne, Australia), 55s. 22-2 cm. 
187 pages. 8 colour plates. 10 illustrations. 14 text figures. Indexes. 

The nine recognized families of butterflies of Australia and New Guinea are here 

discussed. Habitat and characteristics of many species are outlined, and detailed 

descriptions are supplied by Mr. Burns, an expert entomologist whose collection of 

Australian butterflies is reputedly the largest in private possession. Like many of the 

books which Mr. Barrett has written or assisted to compile, this work is designed 

primarily for the amateur, rather than the specialist. The illustrations are useful and 

well executed.

BIRDS AS INDIVIDUALS. Len Howard. Collins, 1os.6d. 20-3 cm. 224 pages. 
34 photographs by Eric Hosking. 2 drawings in text. Index. 
Miss Howard’s book breaks new ground in ornithology. For over ten years she has 
tamed and studied most of the wild birds in her cottage garden. Her greatest success 
has been with titmice, especially great tits, and their tameness has enabled her to watch 
closely their natural reactions uninfluenced by fear, to identify individuals by personal 
characteristics, and so to follow life-histories, including marriages and divorces, 
through continuous phases. The results are fascinating to read; all naturalists will enjoy 
them and biologists will find in them much to think about. A second section deals 
with analysis of bird song. (598-2) 


BREEDING BIRDS OF KASHMIR. R.S. P. Bates and E. H. N. Lowther. 
Oxford University Press, 38s. 22-2 cm. 391 pages. 5 colour plates by D. V. Cowen.

The authors have kept the varied fauna of Kashmir within the bounds of a single 

volume by confining their account to limited areas, viz. the vale of Kashmir and the 

Jhelum valley together with side valleys and the Kischenganga and upper Wardwan 

valleys. Other areas are either unlikely to be visited by many people or contain a fauna 

adequately described elsewhere (e.g. typical Plains species). This enables the authors to 

give plenty of text to most species. Information covers field characters, distribution, 

general habits and breeding, and summarizes what has already been recorded.

BIRD SECRETS OF NEW ZEALAND. G. A. Buddle. Allen & Unwin,

New Zealand is so often said to be populated now by British birds that it is reassuring 

to read Major Buddle’s book on photographing many of the native species. There is 

still wild country left to make many safe (witness the recent re-discovery of Notornis), 
and nature reserves, such as that on Little Barrier, help to protect vulnerable species 
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like the kiwi. The text is simple and descriptive and in fact the bare subject-matter will 
prove fascinating to any naturalist. The account of the re-establishment of the rare 
sporless crake on one of the Poor Knights islands makes heartening reading. The many 
photographs maintain a high standard.

To give some idea of the value of the Supplement 1952 it is enough to note that Part 1, 
General Monographs, contains thirty-six additional items, twenty-two of which have 
not previously been included in the British Pharmacopoeia or its Addendum. Part 5, 
Surgical Dressings, recognizes the use of rayon as a partial replacement for cotton and 
gives six new dressings, and Part 6, Formulary, includes twenty-five new formulae for 
preparations of substances added to Part 1. This new material, numerous amendments, 
and some deletions make the supplement essential to possessors of the Codex 1949.

Mr. Lethbridge’s archaeology and knowledge of 
boats mix well, and his book is a worthy contribution to an interesting series. It is 
scholarly without being highbrow, and its appeal should not be limited to lovers of 
the sea.

Annand and others, on the origins, characteristics, evaluation and uses of drying and 
near-drying oils based on studies made at home and abroad by the members and on 
much technical investigation work carried out at the Paint Research Station over a 
number of years. Edited by L. A. Jordan. Research Association of British Paint, Colour 
and Varnish Manufacturers ( Teddington, Middlesex), 35s.

This work, edited by the Director of the Paint Research Station, reports the evidence 
put before the Board of Trade by members of a Discussion Group on Drying Oils. 
The properties, chemistry, and uses of the drying oils are reviewed in a masterly 
fashion, and the book may well become a standard work of reference for years to 
come. Much information, including recent experimental results, is presented on the 
lesser known oils, the notes on Conophor oil, a new material of promise, being 
particularly interesting. Perhaps the most important aspect of this work, however, is 
the economic discussion, and here, although the considerations have an Anglo- 
American bias, the conclusions will be of world-wide interest. (667-6)

In this full-scale monograph the author records his researches during many years into 
the life and work of Thomas Tompion (1639-1713), England’s greatest clock- and 
watch-maker, who was patronized by all the later Stuart sovereigns and whose reputa- 
tion has been gradually re-established during the present centuty. His clocks in ebony 
veneered cases with gilt mounts were among the first really efficient time-keepers and 
are now collected both as examples of the clock-maker’s art and for their intrinsic 
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decorative qualities. Mr. R. W. Symonds, a Fellow of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects and author of several books on furniture and clocks, has discovered new 
documentary material on Tompion which is published in this book, some of it in 
facsimile. The photographs are numerous and detailed; there are no less than fifteen 
illustrations of William III's repeating clock, the finest spring clock in existence, which 
goes for one year with a single winding. (681-1)

When the first edition of this work appeared in 1942 the author had been engaged in 

the production of high-class optical instruments for more than forty years. Several 

important developments have occurred in optical workshop practice since then, and 
these are treated in the new edition which is more truly representative of general 
practice than was its predecessor. The scope of the book has been widened to include 
chapters on the manufacture of spectacle lenses, on fine dividing, and on the working 
of large object-glasses and mirrors, whilst additional material relates to artificial 
crystals, non-spherical surfaces, ard ‘blooming’ and other surface treatments. The 
whole provides an excellent text-book for optical glassworkers and may be read with 
profit by all interested in optics.

ART AND EVERYMAN. A Basis for Appreciation. Vol. I. Margaret H. 
Bulley. Batsford, sos. 33-3 cm. 91 pages. 388 illustrations. Index. 
This work, which is to be in two volumes, is an attempt to demonstrate by copious 
illustration the principles of good and bad taste both in the ‘fine’ and ‘useful’ arts. The 
author believes that the “seeing eye’ belongs to everybody and that ‘excellence’ in 
art is recognized by intelligent visual observation. Miss Bulley’s book has therefore a 
wide educational appeal, the numerous illustrations form a “quarry for the teacher, 
manufacturer and designer’, while the commentary accompanying each section of 
plates suggests ways of looking at our houses, rooms, furniture, textiles and the 
graphic arts. The author is well known for her previous books on art appreciation 
which include Art and Counterfeit and Art and Understanding. (701) 
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THE ANATOMY OF DESIGN. A Series of Inaugural Lectures by Professors 
of the Royal College of Art. Newman Neame for the Royal College of Art, §s. 21-5 cm. 
103 pages. References. Paper bound. 

This collection of inaugural lectures by professors of the Royal College of Art, 

London, consists of eight papers on painting, sculpture, graphic design, furniture, 

ceramics, silversmiths’ work and jewellery, fashion, and architecture. The lectures are 

concerned with the basic problems of contemporary design and with the training of 
young designers in specialized fields. There is an Introduction by Mr. Robin Darwin, 

Principal of the Royal College of Art. (704) 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF MODERN ART. Herbert Read. Faber, 25s. 
22°§ cm. 278 pages. 16 plates. Index. 
Dr. Herbert Read, one of the most prolific and active writers on art criticism and 
philosophy in contemporary Britain, has assembled in this volume fourteen essays 
written on various occasions since 1933. Their subject is the nature of aesthetic activity 
in man studied from the philosophical-psychological viewpoint rather than the 
historical. Dr. Read reviews the modern epoch in art, discusses the work of individual 
painters such as Gauguin, Picasso, Klee, Paul Nash, Henry Moore, Ben Nicholson, 
Naum Garbo and Antoine Pevsner, concluding with an essay on English art. (704) 


Architecture 
ART AND THE NATURE OF ARCHITECTURE. Bruce Allsopp. 
Pitman, 16s. 22-2 cm. 135 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 

A young architect on the staff of Durham University, deeply concerned with the 
attitude of his profession to its job, outlines a philosophy of architecture as an art 
vitally important to a healthy society. Impressively informed on the past, yet in full 
sympathy with the modern movement, he makes a forceful assault on present standards 
of criticism. Confident, dogmatic perhaps, but clear-headed and never dull, Bruce 
Allsopp writes extremely well. (720-1) 


BLENHEIM PALACE. David Green. Country Life, 126s. 31-7 cm. 348 pages. 
124 illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
The author of this most beautiful book for four years devoted himself to the task of 
unravelling from tens of thousands of documents the essential facts of the history of 
the most monumental mansion in England, presented to the first Duke of Marlborough 
for his victory at Blenheim during Queen Anne’s reign (architect, Sir John Vanbrugh). 
In addition he enlisted the help of every conceivable person, whether professional 
expert or informed amateur, who appeared capable of imparting knowledge or 
advice. To have assimilated so much and yet to have produced an account of the 
building of the palace and of ‘the conduct of those who built it’ which is at once so 
authoritative, learned and enjoyable is a triumphant achievement. The architectural 
historian and the general reader both owe a great debt to David Green. (720-942) 


AUSTRALIA’S HOME. Its Origins, Builders and Occupiers. Robin Boyd. 
Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press 
(London), 25s. 22-2 cm. 287 pages. 37 illustrations. Glossary. Index. 

There is much history, social as well as architectural, in this study of the small house in 

Australia. Causes and effects are outlined in a manner to interest the ordinary home- 

maker as well as the architect, builder and student of interior decoration. Mr. Boyd is 

a practised writer as well as a professional architect, and his account of that ‘material

triumph and aesthetic calamity’, the evolution of the average middle-class home, is 
both entertaining and authoritative.

THREE CRITICAL PERIODS yd Bisco SCULPTURE. Gisela 

M. A. Richter. Oxford University Press, 25s. 29°5 cm. 95 pages. 142 illustrations. 

Index. 
The three epochs treated in this book cover Greek sculpture between 480-445 B.C. 
(the period of the battle of Salamis and the rise of Periclean Athens), the age of 
Alexander the Great, 335-300 B.c., which saw the spread of Greek civilization through- 
out the East, and the Greco-Roman period of the first century B.c. when Greece 
became politically dependent on Rome but artistically her conqueror. The character 
and specific problems connected with each of these vital periods are examined by the 
author, who is particularly informative on Hellenistic sculpture and the complex 
relationship between Rome and Greece which resulted first in a wholesale copying of 
Greek originals for the Roman market, to be followed by the gradual emergence of 
a distinctive ‘Roman’ art. This interesting and scholarly work is an important addition 
to the modern literature on Greek sculpture. (733) 


Porcelain 
18TH CENTURY ENGLISH PORCELAIN. George Savage. Rockliff, 
$0s. 22-2 cm. 455 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 112 plates. Index. 

Written by a ceramic dealer and expert, this handbook is planned ‘to help collectors 
to assess and attribute specimens’. The author has a mail interest in the theoretical 
side of his subject, and devotes several chapters to scientific aids and the use of ultra- 
violet radiation as an adjunct to expertise. The plates include 250 illustrations of 
English eighteenth-century porcelain. Students will find in this book a valuable 
summary of the subject, especially when used with the recognized standard works on 
ceramics by W. B. Honey. (738-2) 


Embroidery 
TRADITIONAL EMBROIDERY OF PORTUGAL. Complete with 
Designs. Batsford for Clark & Co. (Paisley, Scotland), 15s. 27 cm. 60 pages. Numerous 
illustrations. Map. Three design charts in cover pocket. Paper bound in box 
container. (Anchor Embroidery Book, No. 1) 
This book contains a selection of traditional embroidery designs from the different 
provinces of Portugal and shows, by worked examples, how these can be adapted to 
modern requirements. Most of the designs have been taken from peasant costumes 
and their modern adaptation has been carried out not in the original silks and wools 
but in embroidery cottons. Numerous photographs illustrate the worked models and 
clear instructions for the copying and working of the design accompany each 
example. The designs themselves are reproduced in full scale for easy tracing in the 
loose charts that accompany the book. (746-44)

PAINTINGS AND DRAWINGS BY LESLIE HURRY. Introduction 
by Jack Lindsay. Grey Walls Press, 18s. 25 cm. 22 pages of text. 38 plates (2 in colour), 

Leslie Hurry (b. 1909) is a painter best known to the general public as a stage designer 

whose sets and costumes for Hamlet, Swan Lake, Turandot, Tamburlaine, and other 


works, are among the most memorable and spectacular productions of recent years. 
This anthology, while fully recognizing Mr. Hurry’s work for the theatre, emphasizes 
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his achievements as a painter and draughtsman whose work displays a complex, 
psychological tension combined with an apocalyptic, almost medieval, vision of the 
world. His violent, nervous imagination may not commend itself to everybody, but 
represents a distinct contribution to the contemporary scene. (759-2) 


TINTORETTO. Eric Newton. Longmans, sos. 25-4 cm. 265 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. 76 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
An important monograph on one of the greatest sixteenth-century Venetian painters. 
Mr. Newton is anxious to prove that Tintoretto (1518-94) is a baroque rather than a 
mannerist painter. His text is full of acute observations and original ideas enthusias- 
tically expressed, though the distinction between mannerist and baroque art, on which 
his whole thesis depends, is not analysed very deeply. An Appendix by the author’s 
wife, applying results of a specialized study of Renaissance costume and hairdressing 
styles to the dating of Tintoretto’s pictures, follows the text and leads the reader to the 
concluding section of plates. This useful, informative book, which it is helpful to read 
alongside Hans Tietze's volume on Tintoretto (British Book News, September 1949), 
should stimulate renewed interest in this painter. (759°5) 


THE MILLENNIUM OF HIERONYMUS BOSCH. Outlines ofa New 
Interpretation by Wilhelm Fringer. Translated from the German by Eithne 
Wilkins and Ernst Kaiser. Faber, 42s. 28-5 cm. 177 pages. 25 plates (4 in colour). 
8 line-drawings. Index. 

This book approaches the work of the Flemish painter Hicronymus Bosch (d. 1518) 

from an entirely new standpoint. Bosch’s crowded pictures of fantastic creatures and 

inexplicable anecdote have hitherto defied complete analysis. Wilhelm Franger now 
advances the theory that they were painted for a heretical sect known as the Adamites 
who, rejecting the orthodox doctrine of original sin, appear to have sought to 
re-establish the conditions of the Garden of Eden before the Fall with an idealized 
practice of free love. The text is a learned and fascinating interpretation of this theme 
applied to a detailed study of one of Bosch’s pictures, the Millennium, a triptych in the 

Escorial Museum, Madrid. This book will appeal to readers interested in medieval 

heresies as well as to art historians, students of iconography and devotees of fantastic 

art. (759°9493) 


Music 
RUSSIAN OPERA. Martin Cooper. Parrish, 7s.6d. 22-2 cm. 66 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. 27 illustrations. Musical examples. Index. (World of Music) 

This volume will be as welcome as the other thirteen in the same series. It is written 
with scholarship and humour. The author follows the course of opera in Russia through 
the eighteenth century when French and Italian influences predominated, up to the 
nineteenth century when Russian music took on a truly national character. Glinka 
led the way to the great national achievement in opera which was fulfilled by Mus- 
sorgsky, Tschaikowsky, Borodin and Rimsky-Korsakov. The last chapter is devoted to 
Soviet realism in music and its results as far as they can be assessed from the few 
available sources of present-day information. (782-0947) 


THE PLAYING OF CHAMBER MUSIC. George Stratton and Alan 
Frank. Dobson, 6s. 19 cm. 90 pages. Musical examples. (Student’s Music Library) 
This excellent little book should be in the hands of all those musicians whose main 
interest lies in the playing of chamber music. It is full of sound advice, hints and warn- 
ings on right and wrong methods of rehearsal, and of particular interest is the chapter 
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on the pitfalls to be avoided when the piano is added to any given combination of 
instruments. In addition three string quartets are analysed with keen insight: Mozart 
K.465, Beethoven Op.s9 No. 3 and the Debussy. This is a reprint of the volume 
published by the Oxford University Press in 1935. (785-7) 


The Theatre 


‘THE STAGE’ YEAR BOOK, incorporating ‘THE STAGE GUIDE’, 
1952. Festival edition. Carson & Comerford, 18s.6d. cloth bound; 15s. paper bound. 
20°3 cm. 323 pages. 25 illustrations. 

Compiled by the proprietors of The Stage weckly newspaper, this year-book gives 

details of all the English theatrical events of 1951, including many relating to music, 

ballet and variety. Of especial historical value is the chapter on the festivals of drama 
and music held in 19$1. Cast lists of plays produced are given in full, anda brief account 
of the American stage and American plays of the year. As before, the guide includes 

details and dimensions of theatres and halls throughout England. (792-05) 


Ballet 
BALLET FOR BEGINNERS. Felicity Gray. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 25-4 cm. 
63 pages. 106 photographs by Gordon Anthony. 7 historical plates. 3 line-drawings. 
Felicity Gray, the dancer, whose television programmes of comment and demonstra- 
tion have pleased old and converted new ballet audiences, has here given their name to 
a merry, simple and reasoned account of the elementary principles of position, the 
duties of men as dancers and partners, some of the traditional mime vocabulary, the 
structure of a classical ballet (she analyses Le Lac des Cygnes, Act II), and some technical 
details of shoes, costume and hairdressing. Gordon Anthony’s clear and often ingenious 
photographs include a most attractive series of Margarita Tate demonstrating the 
mime vocabulary of Le Lac des Cygnes, Act 11. Bad proof-reading has falsified several 
names and dates. (792-8) 


The Cinema 


THE CINEMA, 1952. Edited by Roger Manvell. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 
224 pages. 123 illustrations. Indexes. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
The third issue of this annual, which superseded Penguin Film Review, is edited as before 
by the Director of the British Film Academy, the associate editor being R. K. Neilson 
Baxter, the documentary film director. There are some fifteen contributors to this 
issue and items include a series of extracts from the screen-plays of six British films, 
some pages from Eisenstein’s diary notes on Potemkin and an article on television by 
the documentary film director, Michael Clarke. The illustrations consist chiefly of 
reproductions of stills from films of various nations. (792-93)

SUCCESSFUL CONJURING FOR AMATEURS. Norman Hunter. 
Edited by F. J. Camm. C. Arthur Pearson, 18s. 20-3 cm. 383 pages. 476 illustrations 
and diagrams. Index. 


An excellent practical book which explains the principles of many hundreds of con- 


juring tricks and which should help the home and party performer to mystify his 


audiences with considerable success. It is based on articles contributed to periodicals 
by a well-known conjurer long associated with the famous Maskelyne’s Mysteries.

Sports and Games 


THE CHESS MIND. Gerald Abrahams. English Universities Press, 173.6d. 
20°3 cm. 292 pages. 248 diagrams. 
This is a highly interesting book which makes an original approach to the game of 
chess. The author’s purpose has been to show chess players how their minds work 
and he argues that ‘good performers are conscious of, and interested in, their mental 
processes’. This book is at once a contribution to the literature of chess—although it is 
no substitute for text-books on the game—and to that of psychology and education. 
Part I deals with the varieties of mental activity in chess, and Part II, entitled The 
Chess Mind in Action, consists of thirty-five annotated games of chess-masters, 
showing the nature of the thinking that operates in master-play. (794°1) 


SWING TOGETHER. Thoughts on Rowing. R. D. Burnell. Oxford University 
Press, 158. 19 cm. 208 pages. 16 plates. 4 text figures. Index. 
All rowing men will enjoy this book; and those who are still active, whether as oars- 
men, coaches, or selectors of crews, may draw profit from Mr. Burnell’s discussion of 
the problems of style, training, rig, and the choice of crews for international events. 
The son of a distinguished Oxford Blue and coach, Mr. Burnell is himself one of the 
best and most experienced oars of recent years. Among other distinctions, he was 
Captain of the United Kingdom crew in the British Empire Games in 1950 and winner 
(with Bushnell) of the double sculls event in the Olympic Regatta of 1948. Though 
wedded to orthodoxy, he writes temperately on the vexed question of Steve Fairbairn’s 
influence on style. Indeed the whole book is characterized by mature reflection and 
sound commonsense. (797°) 


BIG GAME OF MALAYA: Their Types, Distribution and Habits. E. C. 
Foenander. Batchworth Press, 21s. 21-5 cm. 223 pages. 21 photographs. 3 line- 
drawings. Endpaper map. Index. 

Only four species fall to the gun of the hunter: gaur (Malayan seladang, a type of 

buffalo or wild ox), elephant, rhino, and tapir. The latter, a mild harmless beast, 

emerges relatively unscathed, but most of the book describes the slaying of the 
seladang. There is an account of the habits and habitat of these animals, and of the 
perils of hunting in dense jungle country. This is probably the only modern book on 
big game in Malaya. (799°2)

THE PENGUIN BOOK OF COMIC AND CURIOUS VERSE. 
Collected by J. M. Cohen. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 320 pages. Indexes. Paper 
bound. (Penguin Poets) 

Mr. Cohen has divided his anthology into eight sections—Birds, Beasts and Humans, 

Unlikely Stories, For Various Occasions, Protests and Expostulations, Whims and 

Oddities, Rigmaroles and Nonsense, Burlesque and Parody and Street Corner Songs. 

By careful research he has managed to assemble not only the acknowledged master- 

pieces of light verse, both British and American, from Skelton to the present day but a 

large number of poems not widely known. Many of these have not appeared before in 

anthologies in this century. (808-81) 
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English Literature 
THE VICTORIAN TEMPER. A Study in Literary Culture. Jerome Hamilton 
Buckley. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 21-5 cm. 296 pages. 8 illustrations. Notes and 
sources. Index. 
This book successfully attempts to find a way through the conflicting descriptions that 
have been made of the Victorian age. No generalization appears sufficient, for the age 
was constantly changing under the urgency of social and industrial problems and the 
changes in scientific, philosophic, aesthetic and religious thought. By examining 
Victorian literature, and to some extent painting, architecture and sculpture, which 
expressed the effects of these stresses, Mr. Buckley traces the rise and fall of the moral 
aesthetic by which writers and thinkers tried to synthesize the many elements of their 
culture. In a thoroughly documented book the author clears a path through an era of 
many periods, guided by the works of the great Victorians and many lesser writers 
and by the aims of schools and coteries. He leaves little doubt that the Victorians were 
their own severest critics. (820-9) 


English Poetry 
POETRY 1945-1950. Alan Ross. Longmans for The British Council, 2s.6d. 
20-3 cm. 72 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 21 portraits. Bibliography. Paper bound. 
(The Arts in Britain) 
The tidy groupings of English poetry in the thirties were broken up by the war and no 
comparable affinities have since revealed themselves. Poets are now to be judged 
individually rather than collectively and this difficulty of classification has obviously 
been felt by Mr. Ross in writing his sequel to Stephen Spender’s Poetry Since 1939. He 
has overcome it by loosely relating poets according to the themes prevailing in their 
work and this arrangement has resulted in a clear and helpful guide to a subject that is 
in itself not always clear and helpful. In dealing with the poetry of the period under 
review, Mr. Ross has not forgotten the mainstream of poetry of which it is a part and 
neither has he forgotten that poetry is related to social and political conditions. With 
its liberal quotations and thorough, unbiased comment, this is a survey of real value.

SELECTED POEMS. Edith Sitwell. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 174 pages. 
Notes. Index. Paper bound. (Penguin Poets) 
This collection of Dr. Sitwell’s poems consists mainly of her wartime and post-war 
work, although at the end of the book is a short section of ‘Earlier Poems’ culminating 
in the very fine ‘Gold Coast Customs’. Dr. Sitwell’s introduction contains some 
interesting comment on the technical problems solved by her earlier poems and her 
use of symbols in the later verse. The three great poems which are the culmination of 
her work (“Three Poems of the Atomic Age’) stand at the beginning of the book as a 
monument to her achievement. (821-9) 


INTO HADES. Andrew Young. Hart-Davis, ss. 22-2 cm. 31 pages. Paper bound. 


Mr. Young’s latest work is a long poem in fourteen sections devoted to the thoughts 
and feelings of a man newly buried. His attempt to express the mystery of death in 
human terms has a mystical and yet everyday quality. Although there is a nightmarish 
violence in the images, one feels that Mr. Young is always in control of his verse 
medium. The originality and vitality of the spiritual experience communicated is 
never in question. This is a poem not to be judged at a first reading. (821-9) 
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English Drama 
THE LANGUAGE OF SHAKESPEARE’S PLAYS. B. Ifor Evans. 
Methuen, 18s. 22-2 cm. 204 pages. Index. 


Taking nearly all the plays in chronological order, from Love’s Labour's Lost to The 
Tempest, Dr. Ifor Evans studies (with many quotations) Shakespeare’s use of language 
as a whole to meet his varying dramatic needs, and in particular the conflict in him 
between ‘the temptations and opportunities of a sumptuous diction’ and ‘the dramatic 
strength which could be gained in simple and direct statement’. The book presents a 
valuable synthesis of the work of previous critics oa Shakespeare’s vocabulary, 
imagery, etc., with some fresh contributions. The author, formerly Professor of 
English Literature in the University of London, is now Provost of University College, 
London. (822-3) 


English Essays 
THOMAS CARLYLE. David Gascoyne. Longmans for The British Council, 
1s.6d. 21-5 cm. 44 pages. Frontispiece. Drawing. Bibliography. Index of essays and 
papers. Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supplements to ‘ British Book News’) 
In this brief introduction to the work of Thomas Carlyle (1795-1881) the author very 
wisely, and successfully, confines himself mainly to one purpose, that of presenting 
Carlyle as a prophet with a message for modern times: that spiritual values must 
eventually prevail in spite of the materialism and self-interest that clogs them. The 
author shows, by quotation and comment, the later misinterpretations of Carlyle’s 
conception of Democracy and of Heroes, and illustrates Carlyle’s views on industrial- 
ism, education, literature and religion. This thoughtful and enthusiastic essay should be 
a good guide to readers needing encouragement to read Carlyle for themselves.

German Literature 
THE MAN OUTSIDE. The Prose Works of Wolfgang Borchert. Translated 
from the German by David Porter. Introduction by Stephen Spender. Hutchinson, 
12s.6d. 21-5 cm. 271 pages. (International Authors) 
Borchert’s symbolic play of the returned soldier (Draussen vor der Tiir), moving in its 
human poignancy, harks back in technique to the Expressionism in which the drama- 
tists of the First World War clothed their reaction to their experience. Both here and 
in the sketches, or short stories, Borchert, who died in 1947 at the age of twenty-six, 
reveals a deep nostalgia for his homeland, amid the ruins of which after 1945 he 
expresses in grim, macabre pictures the bitterness of spirit evoked by the nightmare 
landscapes and hapless way of life that were the ill-starred aftermath of Nazi Germany’s 
early triumphs. His horizon is limited, his mind wholly absorbed by the pointless 
horror of the war as he sees it, but there is a concentration of descriptive and dramatic 
power which lends significance to his somewhat restricted themes. (838-91) 


Persian Literature 
OMAR KHAYYAM. A New Version Based upon Recent Discoveries. Arthur J. 
Arberry. Murray, 15s. 22:2 cm. 159 pages. Frontispiece. Notes. 

Four years ago Professor Arberry found a Persian manuscript of the Quatrains, which 
antedated Fitzgerald’s Oxford text by two centuries; of its 172 poems eight were 
entirely unknown. He published his findings in 1949. But this proved only the pro- 
logue to the present drama. Now this scholar offers a translation from another 
manuscript, transcribed only seventy-five years after Omar’s death and containing 
22 quatrains. The result, which will fascinate all who love Fitzgerald still, will interest 
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no less the devotees of the detective process. After a century of negative speculation 
scholars, for their part, will reach three conclusions: that Omar did write his own 
poems; that his compatriots esteemed them early; and that they are of unexpected 
subtlety and coherence. The book has a worthy apparatus of scholarship, while the 
introductory essay is unique in its lucidity and popular appeal. (891-55) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE LIBERAL ANGLICAN IDEA OF HISTORY. Duncan Forbes. 
Cambridge University Press, 21s. 22-2 cm. 218 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
This volume, based upon the Essay for which the author was awarded a Prince Consort 
Prize, assesses the significance for historical thought of a group of nineteenth-century 
Anglicans—here called Liberal Anglicans—including Thomas Amold, Whateley, 
J. C. Hare, Thirlwall and Milman. Under the influence of Coleridge they looked to 
Vico and the German historical school for inspiration in their development of a 
Romantic attitude to history that was fundamentally opposed to the views of man 
and nature held by eighteenth-century Rationalism. Mr. Forbes shows that, since they 
believed that the whole past embodied a divine purpose, history for them was an 
indivisible unity and the ultimate historical reality was the human will. The book is 
well documented, clearly written and reveals wide knowledge of the period under 
review. (901)

SEA FEVER. A.H. Rasmussen. Constable, 12s.6d. 23-2 cm. 164 pages. 6 illustrations. 
The author, a Norwegian who went to sca at the age of fourteen, after his doctor had 
given him six months to live, tells of his adventures in brigantines and barques at the 
turn of the century just before the final victory of steam over sail. Serving often in 
ill-found ships and in conditions of hardship and brutality he nevertheless won through 
to health and manhood, and in his own account of coastal traffic in British and Scan- 
dinavian waters and later of voyages to the West Indies, Latin America and China 
he conveys something of the fascination which sailing ships exercised on all who 
served in them. (910-4) 


EDWARD LEAR’S JOURNALS. A Selection edited by Herbert van Thal. 
Barker, 21s. 25-4 cm. 260 pages. 4 illustrations from drawings by Edward Lear. 
Index. 

While he has always been remembered for his limericks and nonsense-verse, Edward 

Lear (1812-88) has only recently been rediscovered as a water-colourist and prose- 

writer. His Journals of a Landscape Painter (first published in 1851, 1852, 1868) have 

never been reprinted, so that this volume of selections from them is very welcome, 
and it contains also his account of his journey to Petra. Travelling and sketching in 

Greece, Albania, Calabria and Corsica, he records his adventures and misadventures 

with a lively, genial humour, a keen eye for picturesque or significant detail, which 

makes them very entertaining reading. (914) 


COUNTRY LIFE PICTURE BOOK OF SCOTLAND. Country Life, 
12s.6d. 29:2 cm. Frontispiece. 58 plates. Map. (Country Life Picture Books) 

These fine camera studies from many sources serve to reveal the dramatic panorama of 

Scottish scenery in all its variety and grandeur. The photographs are mostly of the 

countryside, but town and village are not overlooked. (914:1) 
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THE SHAKESPEARE COUNTRY, including the Peak and the Cotswolds. 
Photographed by Alfred Furness. Introduction by H. J. Massingham. Allen& Unwin, 
428. 28 cm. 108 pages, including 90 full-page photographs. (Immortal Britain) 


These very good photographs, well reproduced in black and white half-tone, are 
devoted mainly to Stratford-on-Avon (with the emphasis on Shakespeare), Warwick, 
Chipping Campden and the Peak District. They comprise characteristic landscapes, 
towns, villages and buildings, including some of the most beautiful Cotswold houses 
and Warwickshire half-timbered cottages, so that the book represents admirably much 
of ‘the ancient heart of England’. (914°2) 


SPEAKING OF SWITZERLAND. G. R. de Beer. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 
22-2 cm. 216 pages. 4 colour plates. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. (New 
Alpine Library) 

Switzerland is among the European countries best known to the British, and Dr. de 

Beer’s object is to discover wherein its attraction lies. He finds it in the human interest 

with which every scene is endowed. With patience and his unique knowledge of the 

country’s history, he explores many intriguing but little-known topics: Shelley and 

his Greek inscriptions in hotel registers, Byron’s boatman, Julia Alpin (concerning a 

Roman inscription which he shows to be a forgery), the inspiration of the Alps in 

great music, and the Royal Family in Switzerland. These scholarly essays will hold the 

reader’s attention to the end. (91494) 


WEST AFRICAN EXPLORERS. Selection chosen and edited by C. Howard. 
Introduction by J. H. Plumb. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 15-8 cm. 608 pages. 
(World's Classics) 

Carefully selected extracts, ranging from Jobson’s Golden Trade to Mary Kingsley’s 

Travels in West Africa, tell the story of the opening up of the West African coast by 

British enterprise over a period of 300 years. With so much interest today in West 

Africa, it is a very timely publication, bringing into relief the great figures, Mungo 

Park, Clapperton, Burton, and others, who contributed so much not only to explora- 

tion but to our knowledge of the manners and ways of life of the African peoples. 

There is a useful historical introduction and brief notes on each of the fifteen explorers 

whose works are drawn upon. (916.6) 


ISLAND OF THE SWAN: MAURITIUS. Michael Malim. Longmans, 16s. 
22-2 cm. 240 pages. 16 photographs by the author. 
Mauritius appears to have escaped the attention of modern travel writers. Its plural 
society of whites, creoles, Africans and Indians is subject to the inevitable strains and 
stresses, of which Mr. Malim writes penetratingly. His study of French culture in 
retreat before the assaults of economic and political trends based on numerical supre- 
macy is especially poignant. The book is by no means a political treatise, however. 
Mr. Malim is a shrewd observer, with an eye for the grotesque, and a hatred of pre- 
tence, but, though he gives a highly personal account, the reader never feels that his 
preferences are distorting the record. If he is continually aware of the essence of the 
island, ‘that ever-present melancholy of afternoon’, he has not felt it necessary to 
restrain his lively sense of humour. ‘Civilised’ is perhaps out-moded as an epithet of 
approval, but it best expresses the quality of this impressive achievement. (916-982) 
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THE BLUE MOUNTAINS AND JENOLAN CAVES. A Camera 
Study. Frank Hurley. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 25s. 26 cm. 
116 pages. 81 illustrations (13 in colour). 5 text figures. Endpaper maps. 

Frank Hurley is highly regarded for his camera studies which vividly depict the 

Australian scene. The Blue Mountains area of New South Wales, probably the most 

popular tourist attraction in the country, is famed for its striking scenery, and, with 

the Jenolan Caves, provides Mr. Hurley with rich material. The text contains eight 
short chapters written by contributors familiar with the region. (919°44)

LANCELOT ANDREWES. Florence Higham. S. C. M. Press, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 


128 pages. Portrait. Index. 


The author has written a much-needed account of the life and personality of Lancelot 
Andrewes (1555-1626) who did more, she claims, than any man save Hooker to give 
to the Church of England the sober piety and ordered loveliness in which it has always 
gloried. We have in this book a vivid picture of the part Andrewes played in the 
production of the Authorized Version and in the ecclesiastical controversies of the time; 
his pre-eminence as a preacher; his fidelity to his episcopal duties, and above all the 
inestimable influence of his saintly character. Readers will be grateful among other 
things for Miss Higham’s chapter on the Devotions and for the selection, Course of 
Prayers for Weck, here included. (92) 


GUSTAVE COURBET. Gerstle Mack. Hart-Davis, 45s. 24-3 cm. 421 pages. 
60 plates. Map. Reference notes. Bibliography. Index. 


This full-scale biography of the French painter Gustave Courbet (1819-77) is the first 
to appear in the English language. It traces in detail the stormy career of this revolu- 
tionary painter who founded a new movement, Realism, to replace the moribund 
Classicism and Romanticism of the mid-nineteenth century. The author, who has 
already written lives of two other celebrated French nineteenth-century painters, Paul 
Cézanne (1935) and Toulouse-Lautrec (1938), has had access to unpublished letters and 
documents in the Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris; he has also visited the Franche-Comté 
district in eastern France where Courbet was born, including many sites represented in 
the artist’s landscapes. The book is solidly produced and packed with information. (92) 


ADVENTURES IN TWO WORLDS. A.J. Cronin. Gollancz, 16s. 22-6 cm. 
288 pages. 
It was the necessity for a complete rest that enabled the busy Dr. Cronin to surrender 
his practice and take up his pen to achieve a best-seller with his first novel, Hatter’s 
Castle. His autobiography, presented with all the skill of a fluent and practised writer, 
is packed with incident and rich in unforgettable character studies, but reveals very 
little of himself. Most of it is concerned with his years as a doctor, and the contacts 
and experiences—grim, humorous, tragic, strange and moving—that this profession 
brought him; only the last part of it deals with his success as a writer, and then very 
briefly, for by this time he has become increasingly aware of the hollowness of material 
pursuits and is driven to stress the world’s crying need for a spiritual regeneration. 
The raw material of some of his novels is easily recognizable in these absorbing 
reminiscences. (92) 
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THE LIFE AND CASES OF MR. JUSTICE HUMPHREYS. Stanley 

Jackson. Odhams Press, 15s. 21-5 cm. 239 pages. 18 photographs. Index. 
Sir Travers Humphreys retired recently at the age of eighty-four after nearly twenty- 
three years as an English High Court judge. He had become the country’s greatest 
judicial authority on the criminal law. This attractive biography shows the gradual 
recognition accorded to Humphreys as a counsel in criminal cases, and the outstanding 
position he later came to occupy in his forty years at the Bar. Subsequent chapters 
deal with his years on the Bench and reference is made to many outstanding cases Over 
which he presided. This book is written by a barrister-at-law who is personally 
acquainted with the subject of the biography, and it accurately reflects the legal 


background. (92) 


CHIAROSCURO. Fragments of Autobiography: First Series. Augustus John. 
Cape, 30s. 23-5 cm. 285 pages. 26 illustrations. Index. 
The first instalment of the autobiography of one of Britain’s leading painters. Augustus 
John (b. 1878, at Tenby, Pembrokeshire, South Wales) has written a series of frag- 
ments, originally published in the periodical Horizon, which present ‘a rough cross- 
section of a portion of my career, illustrated | by a few typical episodes and varied 
perhaps by too many random reflections on life in general’. The style is brisk, non- 
analytical and hard-hitting. Many of the personalities in literature and art eminent 
during the earlier part of the present century make fleeting but vivid appearances in 
Mr. John’s memoirs. He displays a constant vitality, psychological toughness and 
zest for life, which will no doubt be continued in the promised second instalment. (92) 


CARL LINNAEUS. Knut Hagberg. Translated from the Swedish by Alan Blair. 
Cape, 18s. 22-8 cm. 264 pages. 7 illustrations, including 4 colour photographs of 
flowers. Endpaper map. 

Professor Hagberg has given us a study of Linnaeus (1707-78) which will be of great 

interest to all biologists, since it brings to life a figure who is important but often 

shadowy to them. Equally important is the assessment of the intellectual atmosphere 
in Sweden at this period. Against this Linnacus is shown as student, professor and as 
family man, though there is no attempt at a detailed biography. Rather the author is 

concerned to show how the environment and the man just coincided to produce a 

remarkable advance in the systematization of biological knowledge, the results of 

which were almost at once transferred to an English environment. (92) 


KATHERINE MANSFIELD. A Critical Study. Sylvia Berkman. Oxford 
University Press, 21s. 20-5 cm. 254 pages. § portraits. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
The cult of K.M. having subsided, a balanced study of Katherine Mansfield’s life and 
work, and the interaction between the two, is now possible as well as desirable. Miss 
Berkman has provided it admirably. She has supplemented the printed sources with 
independent research, and her criticism of Katherine Mansfield’s short stories is 
sensitive, sympathetic and discriminating, with some interesting comparisons with the 
work of Chekhov and James Joyce. The book was first published for Wellesley College 
by Yale University Press, U.S.A., in May 1951. (92) 


SO LONG TO LEARN. Chapters of an Autobiography. John Masefield. 
Heinemann, 18s. 22-2 cm. 248 pages. ; 

Mr. John Masefield, Poet Laureate since 1930, here surveys his efforts to become a 

writer and teller of tales. In his search for stories and a fitting narrative style many 
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influences bear on him: the countryside of his childhood, his life in America, the theatre, 
the work of Chaucer, Rossetti, Morris and particularly Yeats, who fired his enthusiasm 
for the speaking of verse. Mr. Masefield recounts his organization of the verse compe- 
titions at Oxford and their effect on students, audience and the poet-judges. He relates 
how his Everlasting Mercy came to be written and makes valuable suggestions about the 
lines on which future story-making could develop. He maintains his characteristic 
direct style as he reveals the art that took ‘so long to learn’. (92) 


THE SOUL OF MARSHAL GILLES DE RAIZ. With some account of 
his life and times, his abominable crimes, and his expiation. D. B. Wyndham Lewis. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 22-2 cm. 221 pages. 2 maps. Facsimile. Bibliography. Index. 

Gilles de Raiz (1404-40), comrade-in-arms of St. Joan of Arc, was a wealthy seigneur 

of Brittany, a patron of the arts and a student of black magic. Popularly but mistakenly 

given by posterity the title of ‘Bluebeard’, he was arrested, tried and hanged. This 
was a contemporary sensation, partly because of the horrible story it unfolded of the 
mass infanticide practised in his Satanism, partly because he became a true penitent, 

voluntarily confessing in expiation, partly because of the social implications of a 

powerful aristocrat brought to account by the Church on the testimony of peasants. 

Mr. Wyndham Lewis, from a viewpoint which accepts the reality of the Devil, 

attempts a full portrait of a criminal whom he finds fascinating and significant; he 

presents a vivid fifteenth-century background and writes with almost excessive zest.

MEMOIRS OF AN EDUCATIONAL PIONEER. Alice Ravenhill. 
Dent (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 20°5 cm. 251 pages. Illustrations. Notes. Biblio- 
graphy of published works of Alice Ravenhill. 

A readable account of a lifetime devoted to developing services in the fields of public 

health, child welfare and home economics education. The changing circumstances 

include a privileged Victorian childhood in Essex, a lectureship at the University of 

London, Yorkshire County Council work, and finally nearly half lifetime on Canada’s 

west coast. Many interesting reminiscences of famous social and political figures of the 

period are included. The author, who is now ninety-two, recently received the 

honorary degree of Doctor of Science from the University of British Columbia. (92) 


THE ROOSEVELT LETTERS. Being the Personal Correspondence of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Vol. III. 1928-1945. Edited by Elliott Roosevelt, 
assisted by Joseph P. Lash. Harrap, 30s. 22-2 cm. $41 pages. 14 illustrations. Index. 

To the present-day reader, busy with memoirs and histories of the last great war, this 

third volume of President Roosevelt’s letters may well be the most interesting. The 

period 1928-45 finds Roosevelt first as Governor of New York, and then as President 
responsible for carrying out the New Deal, and, later, for the conduct of the war. 

There are few revelations since the ground has been so thoroughly turned over in 

The White House Papers of Harry L. Hopkins and in Churchill’s The Second World War. 

But to both these works Roosevelt’s letters add some interesting personal sidelights, 


‘not only on the author, but also on his correspondents. (92) 


ROBERT ROSS, FRIEND OF FRIENDS. Letters to Robert Ross, Art 
Critic and Writer, together with Extracts from his Published Articles. Edited by 
Margery Ross. Cape, 30s. 22-3 cm. 367 pages. 14 illustrations. Index. 

Robert Ross (1869-1918) was Oscar Wilde’s most loyal and devoted friend. After 

Wilde’s death in 1900 Ross laboured unceasingly to restore the solvency of his estate 
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and re-establish his reputation as a writer, an aim he accomplished in 1908 when the 
first complete edition of Wilde’s works appeared. This, the major work of Ross’s life, 
is a dominant theme of these letters. Mostly unpublished hitherto, they have been 
selected for their literary and artistic interest, which is unfailing. They add greatly to 
Ross’s stature as a sensitive and creative critic and connoisseur, and an influential 
figure of his time who was also a source of inspiration and guidance to a younger 
generation. The period covered is from 1889-1918, and hardly a major figure in 
English art and letters is excluded. The footnotes are not always accurate, but there is 
an excellent index. (92) 


OPPORTUNITY KNOCKS ONCE. Sir Campbell Stuart. Collins, 25s. 
22°2 cm. 248 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 52 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


The author has had an interesting life on the fringe of affairs. Born in Montreal in 1885, 
he spent his boyhood in Canada, in a family with a legal background. In England during 
the First World War he attracted the attention of Lord Northcliffe (then at the height 
of his power) and subsequently was installed by him, after receiving a knighthood, as 
managing editor of The Times and later of the Daily Mail. For some months in 
1939-40 he was Director of Propaganda in Enemy Countries. In all these activities he 
inevitably met persons of social and political eminence, and there are many sidelights 
on personalities and events of the times. (92) 


DONALD FRANCIS TOVEY. A Biography based on Letters. Mary 
Grierson. Oxford University Press, 21s. 22-2 cm. 349 pages. 9 plates. Musical illustra- 
tions. Bibliography. Index. 


Dr. Grierson, Lecturer in Music in Edinburgh University, has written a biography of 
absorbing interest, making substantial use of Tovey’s letters which have never been 
published in book form. Tovey (1875-1940) was exceptionally gifted; he was a 
composer, conductor, pianist, and Reid Professor of Edinburgh University from 
1914-40; his learned writings on musical subjects, especially the several volumes of 
Essays in Musical Analysis, are of lasting value. His life was filled with musical activities 
great and small, but his was a sensitive nature, and he suffered from poor health and 
domestic difficulties and from a sense of frustration; he was somewhat embittered by 
adverse newspaper criticism. As a psychological study this work is engrossing. (92) 


HUGH WALPOLE. A Biography. Rupert Hart-Davis. Macmillan, 25s. 22-8 cm. 
$17 pages. 18 plates. 3 illustrations in text. Bibliographies. Index. 


The late Hugh Walpole enjoyed a remarkably steady popularity as a novelist and his 
writings brought substantial financial and social rewards. He suffered, however, from 
an abnormal sensitiveness to the opinion of his critics and from anxiety as to the true 
value of his work. Mr. Hart-Davis has written an exhaustive and very well docu- 
mented biography informed with sympathy and personal knowledge. His subject’s 
weaknesses are frankly dealt with, but they do not obscure a generous and forthright 
nature. Walpole led an extremely active life and his dealings with his contemporaries, 
especially Henry James, Conrad and Arnold Bennett, provide a most enjoyable picture 
of his age. Although Mr. Hart-Davis attempts little formal criticism, his account 
throws an interesting light on the inspiration of many of the novels and stories. _ (92) 
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Genealogy 
THE FORGING OF A FAMILY. A Family Story studied in its Genetical, 
Cultural and Spiritual Aspects and a Testament of Personal Belief founded thereon. 
Auckland Campbell Geddes. Faber, 25s. 22-8 cm. 440 pages. Index. 
When, in 1947, his long career in medicine, the Army, administration, politics, and 
diplomacy was brought to an end by complete loss of sight, Lord Geddes found this 
book ‘taking shape of its own accord’ in his mind. In it he traces through seven 
generations the history of his family, sketching briefly the life stories of his forbears 
and in more detail those of the seventh generation, to which he belongs. Then, having 
answered the questions ‘Who were we?’, ‘How were we trained?’ and ‘What did 
we do?’, he searches for the meaning of it all, using the biographical material to illus- 
trate and support theories and beliefs in the fields of genetics, evolution, psychology 
and religion. He rejects Humanism, as expressed in the materialistic thought of our 
time, and sees man’s role in the universe to be co-operation with its Creator in ‘the 
evocation of Transcendent and Eternal Values’. (929-2) 


Ancient Greece 
SPARTA. H. Michell. Cambridge University Press, 35s. 22-2 cm. 358 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
The ‘mystery of the polity of the Lacedaemonians’ (so runs the subtitle of this book) 
continues to excite the curiosity and imagination of scholars. In this book the Professor 
Emeritus of Political Economy in McMaster University, Hamilton, Ontario, has given 
a comprehensive account of the social structure of the Spartan State, its constitution, 
peculiar discipline, the system of land tenure, the military and naval organization, 
public meals, and money and public finance. A final chapter traces the collapse of this 
remarkable polity and its final subjection by Rome. This study, scholarly and fully 
documented, is yet laudable for its clear and straightforward exposition which brings 
it within the scope of the general reader. (938)

UNCONDITIONAL SURRENDER. The Roots of a World War III. 
F. O. Miksche. Faber, 25s. 20-9 cm. 468 pages. 20 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Colonel Miksche has already proved his ability to see as far as anyone into the future 
military and world problems, and he here propounds a new thesis. He questions 
whether the Allies appreciated the problems of the vanquished after the last war in 
relation to their own, and stresses the importance of a stable European centre, a factor 
which has long been advocated. In his study of the impact of the war on international 
relations, he compares the power and restriction of the modern statesman with those 
of last century, and attempts to show that public opinion today plays too important a 
part. (940°s) 


World War II 
THE GERMAN ARMY IN THE WEST. General Siegfried Westphal. 
Cassell, 17s.6d. 22-2 cm. 232 pages. 16 illustrations. 8 maps. Index. 

The author, who was Chief of Staff to Rommel, Kesselring and Rundstedt during the 
Second World War, gives his account of the fighting in North Africa, in Italy and in 
North-West Europe. In addition to the conduct of operations he tells of many inter- 
views with Hitler and Mussolini, as well as of the progress of the 1940-1 Franco- 
German Armistice Commission of which he was a member. He propounds theories of 
great interest to the general reader as well as to the historian when he discusses the 
probable effects of an attack by France in 1939, of an Allied landing near Rome and 
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Leghorn instead of at Salerno and Anzio in 1943 and 1944, and of the Second Front 
being launched in South-East Europe instead of in the West. (940-542)

A SHORT HISTORY OF IRELAND. J. C. Beckett. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
19 cm. 208 pages. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson’s University 
Library) 

A short general history of Ireland, from the Norman lordship to the two contempo- 

rary states, in which the author concentrates on the modern period and on Anglo-Irish 

relations. It treats impartially of the problems of Irish government and shows how they 

affected the life of the country generally. The book incorporates recent research and 

provides a useful list of books for further reading, arranged chronologically. Mr. 

Beckett is Lecturer in Modern History in The Queen’s University of Belfast. (941-5)

ENGLAND IN THE LATE MIDDLE AGES. A.R. Myers. Penguin Books, 
38. 18 cm. 288 pages. 2 maps. Genealogical table. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. 
(Pelican History of England Vol. 4) 
Mr. Myers is a Lecturer in Medieval History in the University of Liverpool. Late 
medieval England is considered as the period from 1307 to the 1530s, the England of a 
growing nationalism and capitalism, of Chaucer and Malory, of the first English 
Bible and Prayer Book, of Perpendicular Gothic and of a Parliament growing in 
importance. Mr. Myers has divided his story chronologically into three parts. In 
each there are chapters on political history, government, economic and social develop- 
ments, religious and educational movements, the arts. He has compressed complex 
and copious material into a clear outline picture in an introduction which maintains 
the deservedly high reputation of this series. (942) 


PARISH AND EMPIRE. Studies and Sketches. Jack Simmons. Collins, 18s. 
22-2 cm. 256 pages. 15 plates. 3 maps. Index. 
The Professor of History at University College, Leicester, begins with an exposition 
of the unity between local, national and imperial history, and follows it with essays 
which pursue his ideas. First comes a group that is concerned primarily with local 
history; it includes an excellent essay on Georgian Somerset. This is followed by others 
dealing with railways, and then by three essays on Empire topics. The book ends with 
a study of the British imperial tradition. Professor Simmons is concerned to show the 
inter-relation of these diverse themes and to display the importance in history of visual 
study of the tangible memorials of the past from church monuments to railway 
tunnels. A book that brings a fresh understanding to English history. (942) 


LETTERS FROM ENGLAND. Robert Southey. Edited with an Introduction 

by Jack Simmons. Cresset Press, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 520 pages. Index. (Cresset Library) 
Robert Southey (1774-1843), Poet Laureate in 1813, is now remembered for two 
short poems and one of the best biographies in English literature, his Life of Nelson. 
Southey’s strength, in fact, lay not in poetry but in a clear and admirably adaptable 
prose style, as is seen in this present volume of letters. Here Southey is adopting a 
well-known device of writing about his own country by posing as the translator of 
letters written home by a foreign visitor. In this way Southey’s wide reading, industry 
and eager curiosity enabled him to give one of the best descriptions we have of early 
nineteenth-century English life. This carefully edited reprint of a volume hitherto 
difficult of access is indeed welcome. (942-07)

MEDIAEVAL ORVIETO. The Political History of an Italian City-State 
1157-1334. Daniel Waley. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 22-2 cm. 196 pages. 
4 plates. Map. 3 genealogical tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The history of individual Italian cities in the Middle Ages has been strangely neglected 
even by Italian scholars. Dr. Waley has found a rich store of unused material at Orvieto, 
including the minute-books of the City Council from 1295-1324, and this enables him 
to reconstruct the politics, intrigues and feuds of the great families of the commune in 
an age of vivid political and civic life resembling that of ancient Greece. In addition, 
he has brought to light a scheme by which the future Pope Boniface VIII bargained 
to alienate papal territory in favour of his own family. (945)

A HISTORY OF SOVIET RUSSIA. THE BOLSHEVIK 
REVOLUTION, 1917-1923. Vol. 2. Edward Hallett Carr. Macmillan, 30s. 
22°2 cm. 408 pages. 5 maps. 

The present volume, subtitled ‘The Economic Order’, discusses the programmes and 

predicaments of the first years of the Revolution, showing the initial theories; the 

impact of the revolution and civil war; the radical measures known as ‘war commu- 
nism’; and the revolt of the peasant against grain requisitions together with the 
decline of industry forcing Lenin to execute the New Economic Policy (NEP), 
which is traced to the price crisis of 1923. Within each period subdivision Mr. Carr 
has dealt separately with Agriculture, Industry, Labour, Trade and Finance—a clear 
and convenient arrangement. There is a concluding chapter on the beginnings of 
planning. The book exhibits all the qualities found in the first volume of this monu- 
mental work which promises to be the most competent treatment of its theme in 
English. (947-083) 


Greece 

THE GREEK WAR OF INDEPENDENCE: Its Historical Setting. 
C. M. Woodhouse. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 168 pages. Endpaper maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 

The aim of Colonel Woodhouse in this book is to relate the story of the Greek rising 

against Turkish rule in 1821 to the long stream of Greek history and to examine it as a 

major readjustment of the structure of Europe in the nineteenth century. The result is 

a trustworthy history of the period in which the usual shape of the story has been 

redrawn more accurately at some points. The bibliography lists secondary sources in 

Greek and English. (949°s) 


Formosa 
REPORT FROM FORMOSA. H. Maclear Bate. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 16s. 
22 cm. 210 pages. Chronology. Index. 

This is a first-hand description of the Chinese Nationalist headquarters in Formosa. 
The author, a British journalist who spent his childhood in China and retained great 
interest in the country, was given special facilities for inspecting the island and inter- 
viewing its rulers, including Chiang Kai-Shek and his family. In addition to discussing 
Formosa’s present strategic importance, the author gives an account of its past history, 
including a useful chronology from a.p. 605 to date. On his way home he visited 
Hong Kong, Manila and the tiny Portuguese colony Macao, ‘the city of spies’. (951-24)

THE ZIONIST YEAR BOOK, 5712: October 1951-September 1952. 
Edited by Arthur Saul Super. Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 10s.6d. 
21°5 cm. $67 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The Zionist Year Book has been designed to give in one volume information on 
Zionism and the State of Israel, and it is hoped to correct any inaccuracies and omis- 
sions in future issues. The volume contains a complete directory of Anglo-Jewry’s 
Zionist Movement, and an attempt has been made to begin a World Zionist Directory. 
A Who’s Who section includes people all over the world, but is necessarily incomplete 
in this first issue. An interesting feature is the basic Hebrew dictionary including a 
skeleton grammar, and there is a comprehensive bibliography, and a full summary of 
the year’s Zionist news. (956-94) 


United States of America 
THE FLORIDA OF THE INCA. Garcilaso de la Vega. Translated from the 
Spanish and edited by John Grier Varner and Jeanette Johnson Varner. Nelson, 
30s. 24 cm. 704 pages. Frontispiece. Endpaper map. Index. 
Here at last is a competent English translation of this famous description of Florida and 
of its partial conquest by the Spaniard Hernando de Soto. The work first appeared in 
Portuguese in 1605 and in Spanish in 1723. Its author, the Inca Garcilaso de la Vega, 
while not a participant in the de Soto expedition, drew his information from those who 
were in it and as the result of his sustained interest was able to give the world not only 
the most detailed, but the most authentic, account of it. His chief source seems to have 
been the personal narrative of the Spanish cavalier Gonzalo Silvestre, a survivor of the 
expedition. One great value of The Florida of the Inca is that it comes through the 
medium of a highly educated Peruvian mestizo, who shows an understanding attitude 
toward both the European conquistador and the native American. (973-16)

AUSTRALIA. D. M. Crawford. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 203 pages. 6 maps. 
Index. (Hutchinson’s University Library) 

The Professor of History in Melbourne University traces, in a brief compass, the 
growth of a federal dominion from the scattered and diverse communities of settle- 
ment, British in background but conditioned by a totally new environment. Later 
chapters are devoted to thought-provoking essays on the ‘Australian Legend’ as pre- 
sented in art and literature, and on ‘Australia, Present and Future’. An essential book 
for English and Australian readers alike. (994) 


FICTION 
General 
MOSES. Sholem Asch. Translated from the Yiddish by Maurice Samuel. Macdonald, 
1§S. 20-3 cm. 494 pages. Endpaper map. 

Sholem Asch has succeeded where many novelists fail in writing a fascinating book 
based upon a familiar biblical narrative. He has evidently studied the sources with care 
and, although Ite does not attempt a radical reconstruction of the story in the light of 
modern biblical criticism, he presents us with an artistic unity. The various scenes in 
the life of Moses are depicted with restraint, insight and dramatic power, while the 
author’s knowledge of the oriental background illumines a number of otherwise 
obscure incidents. Moses emerges as a strong, forceful personality whose inner con- 
flicts have been resolved by loyalty to a divine constraint to set his people free. Maurice 
Samuel has provided an excellent translation. 
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SON OF HYLAS. George Baker. James Barrie, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 280 pages. Endpaper 
map. 

The author uses Greek legends and heroes to build up an imaginary scene of the 
Aegean kingdoms when the future warriors of the Trojan War were children or 
hardy youths. Hercules has sacked Troy and given Hesione, the daughter of its king, 
Laomedon, to Telamon who has taken her to Salamis. The events of the novel arise 
from Hesione’s life there and the view that Priam, king of a rebuilt and more powerful 
Troy, will take of his sister’s exile. Local colour, scenes, episodes and characters are 
vividly real in this skilful story. 


THE FLOWERS OF THE FOREST. Neil Bell. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 
19 cm. 220 pages. 

‘The flowers of the forest’ are the young men who are ‘cut down in their flowering, 

generation after generation’ in the conflict of nations. The story is told in the form of a 

retired schoolmaster’s reminiscences of the last sixty-odd years—a chronicle of family 

and professional life darkened by deaths in three major wars. The author states that 

this is a book with a purpose—to demonstrate the waste and wickedness of war. It is a 


purpose that protrudes too plainly at times, but it is a worthy purpose and the author’s 
sincerity is evident. 


EIGHT TALES OF HOFFMANN. Newly translated, with an introduction, 
by J. M. Cohen. Pan Books, 2s. 17-8 cm. 223 pages. Paper bound. 

Just over a year ago Mr. Cohen edited a selection of already existing translations of the 
work of E. T. A. Hoffmann (1776-1822), the German writer of supernatural tales. 
This new collection consists entirely of translations by Mr. Cohen himself. For the 
modern reader his versions show a great advance on the older ones, being written in 
a present-day idiom that suitably displays Hoffmann’ skill in describing the unfamiliar 
in familiar terms. The book contains the three tales on which Offenbach drew for his 
opera libretto and one, “The Deserted House’, not hitherto translated into English. 
There is an excellent critical and biographical introduction. 


SPRING’S GREEN SHADOW. Cecily Mackworth. MacGibbon & Kee, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Miss Mackworth, well known as a writer on French life and literature, describes the 
emancipating effect of Paris on the life of a girl brought up by unsympathetic parents 
in a Welsh household. Both the Welsh and the Paris scenes—the unfriendliness and 
puritan parochialism of the one and the free artistic bohemianism of the other—are 
vividly evoked by Miss Mackworth, who writes of childish innocence growing up 
into youthful experience with sensitive understanding and in clear, strong prose. 


THE CONFORMIST. Alberto Moravia. Translated from the Italian by Angus 
Davidson. Secker & Warburg, 15s. 20-3 cm. 317 pages. 

Il Conformista was published in Italy in 1951. It is a profoundly ironical study— 
conceived with a certain uninhibited Latin sensuality—of a distorted character’s search 
for stability. Clerici as a young boy displays a strong vein of sadism; he is all but 
seduced by a homosexual, whom he shoots. His deeply rooted sense of guilt draws him 
in later life to accept willingly the discipline to be found in the Fascist pre-war régime; 
his craving for the mirage of the ‘normal’ leads him to choose a wife whom he believes 
(wrongly) to be the apotheosis of conventional respectability. As a government official 
in the Secret Service he is involved in a web of betrayal, violence, emotional conflict 
—and disillusion. This mordant and powerful story, by one of Italy’s leading novelists, 
is told with unflagging vitality. 
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A PENNY FOR THE HARP. Oliver Onions. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
272 pages. 

With his last three books Mr. Onions has deservedly gained a high reputation as a 
historical novelist; his new novel continues the series begun with The Story of Ragged 
Robyn. It is set in the Welsh border country of the fifteenth century, a time of uneasy 
settlement between the Welsh and the English. Two stories run through the book— 
that of the marriage of the Lady Margaret to John Neville, a love match with political 
consequences; and that of the frustrated love and revenge of Robert Gandelyn, the 
character who appeared in the previous three stories. But it is less the actual events of 
this and its companion books that give them their impressive quality: it is rather the 
background of medieval life and thought and the rich, measured prose. They have the 
mellow sumptuousness of tapestry or stained glass. 


THE MOON AND THE BONFIRE. Cesare Pavese. Translated from the 
Italian by Louise Sinclair. Lehmann, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 189 pages. (Modern European 
Library) 

Novels from Europe dealing with wartime resistance movements seldom include 

poetry among their often impressive list of qualities. A profound sense of poetry, 

however, is the chief appeal of this novel from Italy. It tells a familiar story of Commu- 
nists and Fascists, of atrocity and betrayal, of guerrilla warfare and espionage, but its 
method of narration is more original. It is told by an orphan who has made good in 

America and returned to his boyhood home in Piedmont; his nostalgic memories 

intertwine with present realities to make a narrative that is richly evocative of rural 

poverty and gaiety in a landscape cruel and bright with sunshine beating on the 
vineyards. 

THE MAN ON A DONKEY. A Chronicle. H. F. M. Prescott. 2 vols. 
Vol. I, 1509-1535. Vol. II, 1536-1539. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. the set. 20-8 cm. 
343 : 376 pages. Plan. Bibliography. 

Miss Prescott is a novelist who commands an unusual blend of imagination and 
historical scholarship. Her subject here is the troubled period which followed King 
Henry VIII's estrangement from Rome, when the English people were for the first 
time seriously divided between their religious faith and their political allegiance. The 
central scene is the Convent at Marrick set in the heart of those northern counties 
which finally joined in the spiritual uprising known as the Pilgrimage of Grace. The 
author handles historical personages such as More, Cranmer, and Cromwell with 
assurance; but her most moving characterizations are of the humbler folk, inexorably 
caught up in the clash of great interests, in particular the figure of Robert Aske, leader 
and martyr of the rebellion. She succeeds in the difficult feat of conveying the spiritual 
climate of this remote age, and much historical detail besides, without weakening the 
force of an exciting and tragic narrative. 


CROWN WITHOUT SCEPTRE. Vaughan Wilkins. Cape, 12s.6d. 20 cm. 
350 pages. 

In this historical novel the ‘Young Pretender’ (1720-88) is seen living in Florence a 
generation after his defeat and the collapse of the Stuart cause at Culloden (1746). In 
his ‘Shadow Court’, in touch with a few supporters, he is encouraged to plan for his 
restoration as Charles III. The historical and fictitious plots are linked in the story by 
the amorous ambitions of the Italian dramatist, Alfieri, whose liaison with Charles’s 
wife is a matter of history. Historical and fictitious character and scenes are vividly 
drawn, and sidelights thrown on conte emporary history and manners. 
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Crime, Detection and Mystery 
MRS. MCGINTY’S DEAD. Agatha Christie. Collins, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 188 pages, 


Another satisfying story from Agatha Christie, in which M. Hercule Poirot exercises 
his ‘little grey cells’ to prove innocent a man already condemned to death for the 
murder of an elderly charwoman. Mrs. McGinty, he discovers, died because she knew 
too much and, by patient investigation, he tracks down the persons to whom her 
knowledge was dangerous. As one has come to expect, atmosphere and characteriza- 
tion are skilfully rendered; the important clues are fairly displayed for the alert reader 
to discern.

THE THREE MUSKETEERS. Alexandre Dumas. Translated from the French 
with an Introduction by Lord Sudley. Penguin Books, $s. 18 cm. 640 pages. Paper 
bound. (Penguin Classics) 


There has been no fresh translation into English of this immortal story since the now 
old-fashioned rendering of 1903. The present volume is a model of its kind. In an 
interesting Introduction we are told all we need to know of Dumas’s life and works, 
and of the sources and genesis of The Three Musketeers. The division between fact and 
fiction in story and characters is carefully appraised. Lord Sudley’s translation is a 
delight to read. His spirited and unflagging prose (he can rise to poetry when occasion 
requires) recaptures for us and indeed re-creates the old enchantment. 


NORTH AND SOUTH. Mrs. Gaskell. Introduction by Elizabeth Bowen. 
Lehmann, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 432 pages. (Chiltern Library) 


First published in 1855, North and South, here reissued with a perceptive introduction 
by Miss Elizabeth Bowen, is a study in social, psychological and geographical con- 
flicts. John Thornton, the rugged cotton-manufacturer of a Lancashire town and 
Margaret Hale, the temperamentally aristocratic young woman from Hampshire, 
embody the opposing tendencies of North and South, trade and landed gentry, enter- 
prise and culture. Perhaps, as Miss Bowen suggests, Mrs. Gaskell’s interpretation of 
social history—though not her presentation of it—is out of date. What delights us 
today in this novel is its historically precocious psychology; a perception of truth felt 
rather than understood. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
THE BEES ON DRUMWHINNIE. Dorita Fairlie Bruce. Oxford University 
Press, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 179 pages. 12 illustrations by Margaret Horder. 


Here is something out of the ordinary for the older girl who can appreciate a near- 
adult story with a soupgon of romance. The scene is a village in the west of Scotland in 
the 1870's, where Felicity (aged twenty) and her thirteen-year-old sister arrive to live 
with their impoverished aunts—two ladies of very different temperament, round 
whom hangs an aura of mystery. The enterprising Felicity takes up bee-keeping in an 
attempt to make money for them all. There is much incident, never too far-fetched, 
in this well-written tale, and the characters—mostly grown-up—are reasonably true 


to life. 
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DARK ATLANTIS. David Craigie. Heinemann, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 231 pages. 9 illus- 
trations by Dorothy Craigie. 

Young Brian Ridley makes his way to Dakar as a stowaway because he is interested in 
some salvage operations in connection with the ship in which his father lost his life. 
He joins forces with a French professor who has invented an ‘oceansphere’ and special 
diving-suits in which to explore the ocean bed. What they discover is a strange and 
terrifying marine civilization of semi-human frogmen. This story, which is suitable for 
boys from fourteen upwards, is told in a completely adult manner and with consider- 
able imaginative drive, and many parents may appreciate it too. 


THE LUCK OF THE LYNNS. Roger Lancelyn Green. Methuen, gs.6d. 19 cm. 
105 pages. Illustrations by Sheila MacGregor. 

To the somewhat overworked theme of hidden treasure Mr. Green, nevertheless, 
brings much vitality and a clean prose style. The four Spearlake children have appeared 
in an earlier book, The Wonderful Stranger. Here, they invite a schoolboy friend to 
their doomed ancestral home to take part in a treasure hunt. In the cellars of the old 
house they outwit a villainous history master on a similar errand and discover more 
than enough gold to restore the family fortunes. Children from nine to twelve will 
enjoy this merry and exciting tale. 


THE HOP DOG. Nora Lavrin and Molly Thorp. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 

20°3 cm. Frontispiece and 6 illustrations by Nora Lavrin. 
Every September parties of poor folk from the East End of London come down to 
the hop-gardens of Kent to help gather in the harvest, bringing all their children, both 
young and old, and often their pets too. Jenny’s parents were not among the ‘regulars’, 
and the little girl makes her own way to a Kent camp unknown to them. A ‘hop dog’ 
is a green caterpillar found on the bines, said to bring the finder luck; and after many 
incidents grave and gay among her fellow Cockneys—rowdy, cheery, and hard- 
working—everything turns out well for young Jenny. A racy, realistic tale for children 
from thirteen to fifteen. 


Non-Fiction 
BIRD WATCHING FOR BEGINNERS. Bruce Campbell. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 18 cm. 240 pages. 39 pen-and-ink drawings, maps and diagrams by R. A. 
Richardson. Book list. Index. Paper bound. (Puffin Story Books) 
This book will suit children from ten upwards, but those in their teens will gain most 
from it. It is not a handbook for identification, though a big section is given to review- 
ing British birds group by group. Its main object is to help young enthusiasts to become 
good field naturalists. General advice on how to take notes, identify and observe forms 
a basis; then follows advice on societies and organizations, books and publications and 
how to learn from all these. Finally, certain topics of research (census-taking, studies 
on breeding, behaviour and migration) are discussed and suggestions made about 
possible lines of simple research with examples from modern work. 


EXPLORERS AND DISCOVERERS. Denis Clark. Longmans, 5s. 17 cm. 
128 pages. Frontispiece. Drawings by Ley Kenyon. 8 maps. Bibliography. (Man's 
Achievements) 

This little book deals with the early explorers of the continents, ending with the 

conquest of the Poles. It is simply written, if not very inspiringly, and is generally 

accurate. It should introduce young readers of eleven to thirteen to the wide, varied 
and stimulating literature of discovery. 
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BOXING. J. T. Hankinson and R. G. B. Faulkner. Photographs by Y. E. S. Kirk- 
patrick. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. cm. 72 pages. 40 plates. 


Designed for the young boxer, the text is reduced to a minimum, and wherever possible 
the principles are illustrated by photographs, some being action shots of boys and some 
of life-like puppets in a miniature ring. The text concentrates on the basic factors of 
stance, movement and learning to punch, and on the principles of attack, defence and 
counter-attack. There are also chapters on ringcraft, exercises and training, and in a 
final chapter the spectator is told how to watch boxing with understanding and the 
young boxer is shown how to profit from seeing good boxers in action. 
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BIRDS OF THE ESTUARY. C.F. Tunnicliffe. A BOOK OF SHIPS. 
A. C. Hardy and Winston Megoran. THE STORY OF A THREAD OF 
COTTON. Harry Ballam. Penguin Books, 2s.6d.: 2s.6d.: 2s. Obl. 18 cm. 
32 : 32 : 24 pages. Illustrations in colour and black and white. Paper bound. (Puffin 
Picture Books) 

These instructional picture-books, which have a supporting text—very brief, or less 

so—are designed to appeal to a wide age group, from the bright ten-year-olds upwards. 

The first gives short descriptions of the birds most intimately connected with the 

estuary in Britain. The ship book, which is bound to be popular, tells how a modern 

ship is built and then provides a certain amount of detail about a number of types of 
steamships. The third, in the form of a continuous narrative, traces the development of 
spinning from the most primitive operations, through the innovations of the Indus- 

trial Revolution, to the end of the nineteenth century in Britain; it finally describes a 

modern factory for the production of cotton thread. 
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
